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“when the Lord will bind up the breach of 

His people and heal the stroke of their 
wound.” He looked forward to the day when, 
through Divine intervention, His people will 
be delivered from all their enemies. The prophet 
declared the Lord will sift the nations with a 
sieve of vanity. But of His people He says: “Ye 
shall have a song, as in the night when a holy 
solemnity is kept; and gladness of heart, as 
when one goeth with a pipe to come into the 
mountain of the Lord, to the mighty One of 
Israel” (Isa. 30: 29). 

That the Lord is to use the power of tempest 
and storm to bring discomfiture upon the 
enemies of His Kingdom is made quite clear 
from the Scriptures: “The Lord shall cause the 
glory of His voice to be heard — when, to dis- 
play the fury of His arm with wrath and in- 
dignation and consuming fire, He shall utter 
tremendous thunder, accompanied with a 
furious tempest of rain and hail” (Isa. 30: 30, 
Septuagint Trans.). 

The experience of David, and his deliver- 
ance, which are set forth in the 18th Psalm, 
are a striking prediction of the coming deliver- 
ance of God’s people when Soviet Russia under- 
takes to bring about their annihilation. David 
described the hopelessness of his immediate 
condition: “The pangs of death encompassed 
me; and floods of iniquity startled me. The 
pangs of Hades surrounded me, and the snares 
of death were before me” (Ps. 18: 4-5, Septua- 
gint Trans.). But David knew what he must do 
and ultimately God’s people will come to a 
realization that this is the course they must also 
pursue: “In my distress I called on the Lord, 
and to my God I raised my cry” (v. 6). 

The hope of latter-day Israel — The Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples — for deliverance from 
the evil plotting and aggression of the forces of 
World Communism lies in a wholehearted turn- 
ing to the Lord in order that He may intervene 
in their behalf. For the experience of David will 
be theirs as well: “From His holy temple He 
heard my voice; and my cry before Him reached 
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His ears” (v. 6). The Lord’s response, in reliev- 
ing David’s plight, will be duplicated when 
God’s people turn to Him, seeking His will: 

“Then was the earth shaken: it trembled; 
and the foundations of the hills were convulsed 
and shaken; because at mine enemies God was 
incensed. A smoke ascended in His ire, and at 
His presence a fire flamed, by which coals were 
kindled to a glow. And He bowed the heaven 
and came down, and darkness was under His 
feet. He mounted on cherubs and flew — He 
flew on the wings of winds. But He made dark- 
ness His covering, His tent around Him was 
dark water in clouds of air. At the flash of the 
lightning before Him, the clouds burst. Hail 
stones and coals of fire! Then the Lord thun- 
dered from heaven, the Most High uttered His 
voice: He sent forth His bolts and scattered 
them: He multiplied His lightnings and con- 
founded them” (vss. 7-14). 

This whole Psalm is wonderfully prophetic 
of the pattern of the deliverance of modern 
Israel from destruction through Divine inter- 
vention when Soviet Russia, heading the 
Confederacy of Gog of Ezekiel 38 and 39, 
strikes out in a concerted drive to seize world 
dominion. The Lord declares what He will do: 
“IL will execute judgment on him, with pesti- 
lence and blood and with tempests of rain and 
hailstones; and I will rain down fire and brim- 
stone on him, and on all with him, even on the 
many nations with him” (Ez. 38: 21-22, Septua- 
gint Trans.). Thereafter the might and over- 
ruling sovereignty of the Lord will never again 
be questioned. 

In the concluding verses of the 18th Psalm 
David did not fail to express his gratitude: 
“Therefore will I give thanks unto thee, O 
Lord, among the nations, and sing praises unto 
thy name. Great deliverance giveth he to his 
king: and sheweth mercy to his anointed, to 
David, and to his seed for evermore.” Equally 
so, following the coming great deliverance, the 
Name of the Lord will be magnified and glorified 
and it will be made emphatically known in the 
sight of many nations that He is THE Lorp.

Known ‘By Their “Deeds 





ApmirRAL Arthur W. Radford, Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, speaking in regard to the Soviet-proposed 
arms cut, rightly said: 

“We cannot trust the Russians on this or anything. The Com- 


munists have broken their word with every country with which 
they ever had an agreement.” 


Soviet Russia’s word has been absolutely worthless. ‘They 
have lied to and double-crossed all those who have put 
their trust in them. Their ultimate objective is to conquer 
the world and in their planning for total triumph, any 
means to attain that end is justifiable in their sight. In 
order to further their aims, they will go to any lengths, 
using violence, deceit and crimes of every sort and de- 
scription. 

Even while Harold Stassen, President Eisenhower’s 
special envoy on disarmament, is suggesting that the 
Soviets may mean what they are saying, events taking place 
elsewhere in the world prove them to be mouthing more 
lies. President Eisenhower’s optimism, expressed in his 
statement that he detects in the Russians ‘“‘a different 
tone,” merely indicates that the Kremlin has attained 
another degree of success in their propaganda of deception. 
Soviet Russia is cleverly setting the stage for the gullible, 
for they have no intention whatever of making any con- 
cessions to the West that will be to the advantage of the 
Christian nations. One needs only to inform himself about 
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the cruel deeds of these same men wherever it is in their 
power to establish absolute control. The situation in Hun- 
gary provides a perfect example of the duplicity of these 
leaders in the Kremlin when they talk about peace and 
good will. 

At the very moment the leaders of the Kremlin are 
undertaking to cajole the Western leaders into believing 
they have had a change of heart, the Russian masters of 
Hungary have deported 46,000 teen-age Hungarians to 
Russian concentration camps. These teen-agers are forced 
to work in peat mines and timber lands; 30 per cent of 
whom are school girls. They are allowed so little clothing 
that the Underground fears they cannot survive this com- 
ing winter. A total of 1,600 other Hungarians have been 
deported to Red China; 12,000 others are in two concen- 
tration camps near Budapest, from whence they will 
probably later be deported to Russia. Hungarians have 
been butchered in the most frightful kind of execution 
chambers. As stated in the Chicago Tribune for June 6, 
1957: 


““The fact that these things are being perpetrated today by the 
governments of the Soviet Union and that of Communist Hun- 
gary, both members of the UN, and the further fact that they are 
being accepted with such indifference and apathy by the free 
world, are shocking.” 


But even more shocking is the fact that Western leaders, 
in spite of all the barbarian acts of the Soviets toward 
helpless people, are still willing to do business with these 
thugs and murderers. When will the Christian world 
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awaken to the reality that you cannot sup with the devil 
and follow after righteousness? When Western leaders 
fraternize with these bloody tyrants and treat them as 
respectable human beings in the face of the above record, 
they are, by their failure to protest, partakers of the evil 
works of these despots. In their desire to enter into cov- 
enant relationships with them, there is a tacit condoning 
of their evil acts, for how can one condemn those with 
whom they shake hands as they place their signatures 
upon mutual agreements? The God of justice will take 
vengeance upon those who do such things. 





Sabbath “Buying 





In THE Boston Herald for Thursday May 30, 1957, Sylvia 
Porter, who writes on economic subjects, spoke of the wave 
of selling on Sunday that is now sweeping over the country, 
touching all areas from coast to coast. 

Opponents are fighting this trend and church authorities 
are taking a strong stand against the movement, even 
urging boycotting of stores open on the Sabbath. But they 
are fighting a losing battle with a public that demands the 
right to trade on the Sabbath Day. One observer cynically 
remarked: 


‘The free publicity is spurring the trend. Business right after 
church on Sunday is terrific as people stop off on the way home 
for milk and bread.” 


According to the above report, it has reached the point 
where some grocery stores report sales on Sunday beat 
every day except Friday and Saturday. Clothing and 
furniture stores that have gone in for vigorous promotion 
reveal that on Sundays families come in as a unit and buy 
heavily. Many car dealers estimate that on Sunday they 
may do 25 to 50 per cent of a week’s business. As Sylvia 
Porter states, ‘“‘Sunday selling has gone big time.” 

When men and women can walk out of church services 
on Sunday and into a grocery store, or almost any other 
kind of store, to trade, there is definitely something radi- 
cally wrong in the type of instructions they are receiving 
in their churches. We wonder how recently they have 
heard a sermon on the necessity for Christians to keep the 
requirements of ail of the Ten Commandments. How often 
do their spiritual leaders instruct them concerning the 
Fourth Commandment: 


“Six days thou shalt labour, and do all thy work: but the 
seventh day is the sabbath of the Lord thy God: in it thou shalt 
not do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, nor thy 
manservant, nor thy maidservant, nor thine ox, nor thine ass, nor 
any of thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is within thy gates; that 
thy manservant and thy maidservant may rest as well as thou. 
And remember that thou wast a servant in the land of Egypt, and 
that the Lord thy God brought thee out thence through a mighty 
hand and by a stretched out arm: therefore the Lord thy God 
commanded thee to keep the sabbath day.” (Deut. 5: 13-15.) 


The word Sabbath means “‘day of cessation”’ and, there- 
fore, after six days of labor, Christendom, which has 
adopted Sunday as the day to cease from its labors, is duty 
bound under the Law of the Lord to observe it in accord- 
ance with the requirements which apply to Sabbath keep- 
ing. Throughout the nearly 2,000 years of the Christian 
Era, God has blessed those who have shown respect for 
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this day, the one day in seven set apart in Christendom to 
honor and worship Him. 

Today, as our nation more and more departs from the 
observance of the requirements of the law of the Sabbath, 
mounting affliction and trouble are in evidence on every 
hand. Severe electrical storms, tornadoes, floods and 
drouth have taken a heavy toll. Ultimately economic 
disaster will increase manyfold the price which must be 
paid for stubbornly refusing to honor the Lord’s Day. God 
will not forever prosper our nation if we continue to defy 
Him and refuse to honor the day set apart for worship. As 
Isaiah points out: 


** *If on Sabbath you hold back your foot, and make My Holy 
Day your delight, and declare that My Rest is a pleasure, to wor- 
ship the Lord with respect, and by forming your path do it hon- 
our, not seeking your pleasure or trade. Thus delighting yourself 
with the Lord, you shall ride on the Heights of the Earth, and 
feed on the portion of Jacob, your father,’ — So, the Lord’s 
mouth has declared!” (Isa. 58: 13-14, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


God will not be mocked. What a man, or a nation, sows 
shall be reaped. We today are sowing seeds of national 
disaster by the refusal of the majority of the people to heed 
the commandment to honor the Sabbath Day. Nehemiah 
was troubled with the same problem when, after the return 
from the Babylonian Captivity, the people began to violate 
the requirements of the Sabbath. He condemned their 
conduct in profaning that day and called their attention to 
what happened to their forefathers: 


“Did not your fathers thus, and did not our God bring all this 
evil upon us, and upon this city? Yet ye bring more wrath upon 
Israel by profaning the sabbath.” (Neh. 13: 18.) 


Jeremiah also called attention to the severity of judg- 
ment that was to come upon Jerusalem and its inhabitants 
if they continued to violate the Sabbath Day. Addressing 
the people, the prophet said: 


“Hear ye the word of the Lord, ye kings of Judah, and all 
Judah, and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem, that enter in by 
these gates: Thus saith the Lord; Take heed to yourselves, and 
bear no burden on the sabbath day, nor bring it in by the gates of 
Jerusalem; neither carry forth a burden out of your houses on the 
sabbath day, neither do ye any work, but hallow ye the sabbath 
day, as I commanded your fathers. But they obeyed not, neither 
inclined their ear, but made their neck stiff, that they might not 
hear, nor receive instruction.” (Jer. 17: 20-23.) 


Because the people refused to heed the warning of His 
prophet, the Lord declared: 


“But if ye will not hearken unto me to hallow the sabbath day, 
and not to bear a burden, even entering in at the gates of Jerusa- 
lem on the sabbath day; then will I kindle a fire in the gates 
thereof, and it shall devour the palaces of Jerusalem, and it shall 
not be quenched.” (Jer. 17: 27.) 


God will not hold any one guiltless who violates His 
commandments and the commandment to keep the Sab- 
bath Day holy is as important in His sight as the com- 
mandments, ‘“Thou shalt not steal’? and “Thou shalt not 
kill.’’ Since the trend today toward Sabbath desecration is 
reaching an all-time high, we can expect the God of our 
fathers to deal severely with this generation for thus pro- 
faning the day set apart to worship Him. The love of ease, 
the love of money and the desire for pleasure, prestige and 
profit are actuating the people today in their insistence 
upon pursuing their own way. 

Therefore, judgment is about to be visited upon us as a 
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nation, for God is to move in His wrath so that all this evil 
may be cleansed from our midst. Those who have assumed 
that there is nothing to be gained by serving the Lord or in 
keeping His commandments will awaken to the realization 
that the pleasures and profits they considered more impor- 
tant than obedience will become dust in their mouths in 
the coming outpouring of Divine judgment which will 
sweep away the things they have held so dear. 








The Ineffectual UN 





WHILE THE UN forces in the Middle East scored outward 
successes through quick action in the Suez-Gaza crisis of 
last fall, and thus acted as a deterrent to both Egypt and 
Israel, the situation along the Syrian-Israeli frontier is 
less heartening. 

In a most interesting report in the Chicago Daily News 
for June 5, 1957, George Weller, sums up the atmosphere 
in this sector by saying, ‘“The UN morale is low and its 
officers are discouraged, apathetic or even humiliated” 
where they are stationed as border patrols along the Jordan 
River front where Syria confronts Israel: 


“In their white jeeps of truce, Scandinavian, American and 
Canadian officers interpose their pleas between Arab refugees 
and their lost homes in Israel as well as between the two powers. 
The piecemeal pressure wearing down the United Nations comes 
largely, not from the ragged refugees, but from dynamic Israel. 
Syria, weaker and less aggressive than Israel, has been a pvor 
second in chipping away UN authority. In the words of one 
Scandinavian UN officer: 

** ‘When Israel breaks the truce, it is a mistake, but when Syria 
infringes, it is a crime.’ 

“The systematic loss of UN authority has been most marked 
on the 60-mile frontier from snow-capped Mt. Hermon, birth- 
place of the Jordan and its tributaries, to where the Jordan joins 
the large Yarmuk River below Lake Tiberias (Sea of Galilee).”’ 


Aggression and violence are depicted as taking place as 
Israel seeks to channel water from the Jordan into the 
Negev desert: 


“Israel’s thirst for water for its growing pipeline settlements in 
the Negev has led it, over the last eight years, into a series of 
armed forays into the UN neutral zone and sometimes into Syria 
itself. ‘These passes have left on both sides of the Jordan and the 
eastern side of Tiberias an array of bombed and bombarded 
villages, terrified and resentful Arab farmers and UN officers 
helplessly waving orders.” 


Little publicity is being given to the UN reverses, for, as 
stated in the above report, these UN setbacks are often 
suppressed by career-minded officers unwilling to commit 
their defeats to paper. The results are: 


“UN peacemakers have proved so incapable of detaining 
Israel’s progress around Huleh and Tiberias that the United 
Nations has almost completely lost its standing with Syria too. 
Near gradually-shrinking Lake Huleh three bridges cross the 
middle Jordan’s no man’s land. All three are supposed to be 
strictly under UN authority. Actually, UN officers say, ‘We 
cannot cross any of the three bridges because the Israelis have 
practically taken over.’ The UN teams are not allowed by Israeli 
guards even to cross the new Israeli bridge across the Jordan 
which the UN Security Council has just approved. It’s built 
entirely in UN no man’s land.” 


The entire situation is fraught with grave consequences 
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and Israel’s attitude threatens a serious conflict over the 
issues raised as the result of continued overt acts and the 
ineffectiveness of UN forces to prevent this needling 


aggression. 





U. S. “Dilemma 





MorE AND MORE creditors holding United States savings 
bonds are redeeming them in cash at the time of maturity. 
The results have the Treasury Department worried. A 
$5,000,000,000 refinancing of treasury obligations, due on 
May 15, 1957, fell 28 per cent short of attaining its goal. 
Many refuse to convert their old holdings into new securi- 
ties, demanding cash payment instead. During the next 
twelve months $75,000,000,000 of other loans will mature. 
By August 1 of this year $16,000,000,000 of this amount 
will become due. The question may be asked: What will 
happen when an offering of over three times as large as 
that of May 15 is made on August 1? The answer may have 
a profound effect upon future government financing. 
Regrets have been expressed over the resignation of Secre- 
tary of Treasury George Humphrey, for he was a stabilizing 
force in the Treasury Department. 

Human Events for May 25, 1957, referring to the coming 
refinancing of U. S. obligations as of August 1, stated: 


“The credit of the United States will be at stake, and inflation 
— not creeping but galloping inflation — will loom around the 
corner.” 


The situation has not improved at all as the result of the 
resignation of Treasury Secretary Humphrey and the 
appointment of Robert B. Anderson to take his place. It is 
of more than passing interest to note that Mr. Humphrey’s 
resignation was submitted to President Eisenhower and 
accepted by him on May 29, 1957, the very day that is 
shown in the article entitled ‘‘Even at the Doors,” by J. 
Bernard Nicklin, Destiny for June 1957, as 8 x 1260 days 
after the American financial crisis of October 23, 1929, a 
day which is also an important date in a series of economic 
cycles. 

In certain financial circles, Humphrey’s resignation at 
this critical juncture, coupled with the “flight from the 
dollar’? — as termed by Wall Street realists — is a tragedy, 
for only a secretary with his prestige could hope to hold in 
check the trend of national spending. In the weeks ahead 
the situation will bear very close watching, for the new 
secretary is confronted with a formidable problem and, if 
he is unable to meet and solve it, economic attrition will 
continue to undermine what remains to support the eco- 
nomic structure, hastening the day when its death-knell 
will be sounded. 





U. S. “Going Nuts’’ 





A BRITISH NEWSMAN recently bidding farewell to the United 
States declared, in his final dispatch to London, England, 
that ‘‘the place is going nuts.’’ He spoke of “‘the jumbo 
swirl of riches and plenty . . . unending masses of people 
dressed up in clothes so increasingly fantastic that life 
seems to be one long fancy dress party,” with ‘‘costs and 
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prices long ago having taken off like misguided missiles.” 
He referred to ‘‘the careless gunplay, the use of millions of 
tranquilizing pills and psychiatry run riot.’’ “‘Everything,” 
he declared, ‘‘is painless and effortless and often brainless, 
while no one ever makes a mistake any more — they 
merely goof off.” 

Summarizing, MacColl added: “‘It’s all here, heaped up 
and overflowing and TV’d and air conditioned and super- 
automobiled and stylized and remotely controlled and 
five-way stretched and jumbo-sized and fabulous — which 
is my nomination for the most overworked word of the 
decade.” 

This Englishman may not find the utopia he seeks even 
upon his return to the Isles, but Americans who are con- 
cerned about the future of their country cannot gainsay 
the truth of much of this indictment of prevailing condi- 
tions among us, for they are far from stable and sane. One 
needs only to visit a modern art gallery to recognize the 
extent to which our nation has turned aside from the 
genuinely finer things of life. 

Once watching a group of people admiring a painting in 
one of our national galleries, we paused to consider the 
situation. The splashes of color, the dots, the streaks, the 
smudges of paint, bore no more resemblance to what the 
title designated the painting to be than the mixing pots of 
a painter are a likeness of the building, the decorating of 
which he has just completed. The Englishman’s expression 
“often brainless” would appropriately describe such a 
group pretending to admire art that was neither beast, 
fish, fowl, landscape nor sky. Referring to the crude daub- 
ings which cluttered up the Public Garden at last year’s 
Boston Arts Festival, a city councilor of the city remarked: 


“I saw people at this exhibit with their heads turned sidewise, 
trying to figure out which was the bottom and which was the top 
of the picture.” 


Perhaps the height of folly was reached in regard to this 
type of “art” when a chimpanzee was shown on television 
painting a landscape. The results compared very favorably 
with the inane smearings on display at any modern art 
gallery, but to call such a mess art makes one wonder if 
the Englishman was not right when he said the United 
States is going nuts! 

Not only do the books people read reveal the intellectual 
capacity of a nation, but the art the nation admires reflects 
the spiritual receptiveness of the people. The distortion of 
truth in any form is subversive and evil. In art man inter- 
prets the Divine as expressed in nature and perfect art is a 
true reflection of nature as though seen in a mirror. 

Surely the paintings of a chimpanzee cannot reflect that 
which is Divine and warped mentalities, splashing paint 
on a canvas to give expression to the confusion in their 
own minds, may be working from inspiration, as some of 
them claim, but that inspiration is from the Pit, not from 
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above, for God is not the Author of confusion. Rudyard 
Kipling’s statement in The Conundrum of the Workshops 
aptly applies: ““But the Devil whoops, as he whooped of 
old; it’s clever, but is it art?”’ 








Misquoting the Scriptures 





ATHEISTs invariably misquote the Scriptures for a purpose 
in their endeavor to destroy belief in the Bible as the writ- 
ten word of the Lord. This is to be expected. But it is most 
unfortunate when those who purport to accept that Word 
in its entirety do the same thing. 

Before us as we write is the published answer of a promi- 
nent evangelist to a question asked him about the impor- 
tance of events in the Near East and their relationship to 
the “‘battle of Armageddon.” In giving his answer the 
evangelist stated: ‘“The Bible speaks of a final war which 
will be a war to end all wars because of its ferocity, and 
that is called “The Battle of Armageddon.’ ”’ His choice of 
words infers that the Bible states there is to be a ‘“‘battle of 
Armageddon,” whereas actually there is no reference to 
such a battle in the Scriptures. The Book of Revelation 
does refer to a place called in the Hebrew tongue ‘‘Arma- 
geddon”’ (Rev. 16: 16). It is the place, or headquarters, for 
the armies which are gathered preparatory to the battle 
to which the Scriptures give the title: “‘the battle of that 
great day of God Almighty” (Rev. 16: 14). 

To some the point at issue may seem to he of little 
moment as far as names and titles are concerned. Never- 
theless, in fields of endeavor other than Bible research, such 
discrepancies would not be countenanced. The mathe- 
matician who was almost accurate in tabulating the figures 
for his problem would find himself unable to arrive at the 
correct solution. Equally so, if there is a failure to “‘rightly 
divide the word of truth” (II Tim. 2: 15), the carelessness 
manifested in handling the meaning of terms will com- 
pound into even greater errors when dealing with more 
important passages of the Scriptures. 

As a matter of fact, as a part of his answer to his in- 
quirer’s question, the evangelist asserted that there is no 
way to arrive at an understanding of the time when the 
Second Advent of Jesus Christ will occur. To substantiate 
his contention, he quoted the following verse of Scripture: 


“It is not for you to know the times or the seasons, which the 
Father hath put in his own power.” (Acts 1: 7.) 


This was the answer Jesus Christ gave to His disciples 
just as He was about to ascend into heaven from the Mount 
of Olives and it had nothing whatever to do with His 
Second Advent. The disciples had put the following 
question: 


“Wilt thou at this time restore again the kingdom to Israel?” 
(Acts 1: 6.) 


In answer to this question, Jesus informed His disciples 
that it was not for them to know the time when that 
restoration would be a completed reality. Naturally the 
disciples were very much exercised about the restoration of 
the Kingdom, for the Lord had completed His work of re- 
demption so that the House of Israel could be recovenanted

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STUDY IN ISAIAH

CHAPTER IV 
THE DAY OF THE LORD 








Ep. Note: The first three chapters of Study 
in Isaiah were published in Destiny for 
1956. Chapter I, ““The Vision of Isaiah,” 
appeared in Destiny for February 1956, 
pp. 43-44; Chapter II, “Rebellious Ju- 
dah,” in April 1956, pp. 92-94; Chapter 
III, “The Exalted Kingdom,” in June 
1956, pp. 133-134. 


FTER DESCRIBING THE exalted 
A Kingdom and the blessings 
that will accrue to its citizens, 
the Prophet Isaiah turned his attention 
to a consideration of the state of apos- 
tasy extant throughout the land of 
Israel, stating that the Lord had for- 
saken His people because of the pres- 
ence of pagan diviners from the east 
among them. The widespread practice 
of sooth-saying, as one aspect of the 
degenerating spirituality, justified the 
Divine condemnation of the nation. 
What the prophet singled out as a 
gross national sin of that day is a 
definite indictment of similar condi- 
tions in these modern times, for many 
of the philosophies of the east have 
been embraced in the west, in the 
mounting popularity of all forms of 
occultism today. 

Following this the prophet de- 
nounced the intermarriages that had 
taken place with the heathen, resulting 
in “strange” children being born in 
the land (Isa. 2: 6). This gave rise to 
many evil practices, as alien wives, 
with their children, turned the hearts 
of the people away from God and to- 
ward idolatry. The intermingling of 
races is not sanctioned by God and, 
when His prohibition against inter- 
racial marriages is ignored, trouble in- 
variably ensues. 


Spiritual Poverty Amid Plenty 


Turning his attention to economic 
conditions, the prophet commented 
upon the material abundance in evi- 
dence everywhere: 
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“Their land also is full of silver and gold, 
neither is there any end of their treasures; 
their land is also full of horses, neither is 
there any end of their chariots.” (Isa. 2: 7.) 


But to this cataloguing of their 
wealth Isaiah added: ‘“Their land also 
is full of idols.” In the midst of pros- 
perous times God had been forgotten; 
nor were the warning words of Moses, 
uttered many generations before, ever 
brought to mind: 


““Beware that thou forget not the Lord 
thy God, in not keeping his command- 
ments, and his judgments, and his statutes, 
which I command thee this day: lest when 
thou hast eaten and art full, and hast built 
goodly houses, and dwelt therein; and when 
thy herds and thy flocks multiply, and thy 
silver and thy gold is multiplied, and all 
that thou hast is multiplied; then thine 
heart be lifted up, and thou forget the Lord 
thy God.” (Deut. 8: 11-14.) 

Prosperity often turns the hearts of 
men away from God, leading them to 
ignore their need to depend on Him 
for guidance and direction. What was 
true in Isaiah’s time is doubly true 
now, for in the midst of seemingly 
great prosperity the nations of modern 
Israel, the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples, have forgotten God. A phenome- 
nal increase in wealth, represented not 
only by silver and gold, but in stocks 
and bonds, as well as other tangible 
assets, goods and possessions, almost 
unlimited, has produced a degree of 
prosperity and ease in living that has 
not been equaled in the memory of 
man. Yet all this could quickly pass 
away — and will — if God’s people 
fail to heed the call to righteousness 
and continue to refuse to give proper 
place in their lives to the spiritual re- 
quirements of the God of their fathers. 


Modern Idolatry 


In Isaiah’s time horses and chariots 
were multiplied and equally so today 


we have a multiplication of modern 
chariots, 7.¢., automobiles, choking our 
highways because of their abundance 
in this prosperous land where the peo- 
ple are continually moving to and fro 
in pursuit of that which will gratify 
their pleasure. It is in this way that 
Isaiah identifies the conditions which 
are but a prelude to the coming of the 
Day of the Lord, Moreover, the 
Prophet Nahum specifically associates 
the day when the “‘chariots” shall rage 
in the streets and jostle one another in 
the broad ways (Nahum 2: 3-4) with 
the ending of the age. This, he points 
out, will mark it as the Day of His 
Preparation, signalling His imminent 
return, to be preceded by the events 
of the Great and Terrible Day of the 
Lord. 

However, the profusion of idols 
throughout the land constituted the 
most flagrant exposure of the spiritual 
degradation of the people in Isaiah’s 
generation. They no longer regarded 
the Lord with veneration; they wor- 
shipped the work of their hands. The 
modern parallel is most striking when 
we consider how the love of money, 
which amounts to an idolatrous adora- 
tion of wealth, leads men today into 
all sorts of evil because they worship 
the work of their own hands. Instead 
of worshipping God, many today have 
set up a standard of human greatness 
according to their own determining 
and this they venerate unmindful of 
the fact that in so doing they are prac- 
ticing a form of idolatry. This does not 
escape Divine attention and denotes 
why God is moving in judgment 
against His people. 


Prefiguring Ultimate Judgment 


Describing the results of the repudia- 
tion of the pure worship of the true 
God on the part of the men and women 
of his time, Isaiah also prophetically 
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outlined the judgment to fall upon the 
generation that would be living when 
the end of the age came. Insofar as 
local conditions were concerned in 
Isaiah’s time, he knew that the existing 
order — economic, political, cultural, 
religious — was about to end. The 
violence of its overthrow, therefore, 
prefigures the ultimate Divine judg- 
ment that will come upon the nations 
of the earth at the end of the age when 
they will feel the full force of the wrath 
of God accompanying the manifesta- 
tion of His presence. The outcome will 
be what the prophet foretold: 


*‘Now therefore go into the rocks and 
hide yourselves in the earth, from the 
tremendous presence of the Lord; and 
from the glory of His majesty, when He 
shall arise, to crush the land.” (Isa. 2: 10, 
Septuagint Trans.) 


While Isaiah foresaw and predicted 
the complete desolation that would 
soon overtake his people, in the same 
words he vividly foretold the coming 
of that day when, as pointed out in 
the Book of Revelation, the Lord will 
be revealed from heaven in all of His 
majesty, with the result prophetically 
described: 


“The kings of the earth, and the great 
men, and the rich men, and the chief 
captains, and the mighty men, and every 
bondman, and every free man, hid them- 
selves in the dens and in the rocks of the 
mountains; and said to the mountains and 
rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from the face 
of him that sitteth on the throne, and from 
the wrath of the Lamb: For the great day 
of his wrath is come; and who shall be able 
to stand?” (Rev. 6: 15-17.) 


Because it was to be a time of Divine 
reckoning, Isaiah could say of his time 
and of the time to come when the 
climax of the ages would be reached: 


“The loftiness of man shall be bowed 
down, and the haughtiness of men shall be 
made low: and the Lord alone shall be 
exalted in that day.” (Isa. 2: 17.) 


Scope of Judgment 

God is to move against all idolatry 
and completely abolish it. Its utter 
extinction will be the natural result of 
his presence, which evil men will be 
unable to endure, when He arises “‘to 
shake terribly the earth.” This is not 
only a reference to the titanic earth- 
quake that will precede His appearing 
but also to those world-shaking events 
which will also be coincidental with 
His coming. 

Among these will be the utter de- 
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struction of the world econom c system 
symbolically styled as Babylon the 
Great. Economic judgment is pre- 
figured by the prophet’s allusion to the 
casting away of the idols of silver and 
gold: 


“In that day a man shall cast his idols 
of silver, and his idols of gold, which they 
made each one for himself to worship, to 
the moles and to the bats; to go into the 
clefts of the rocks, and into the tops of the 
ragged rocks, for fear of the Lord, and for 
the glory of his majesty, when he ariseth to 
shake terribly the earth.” (Isa. 2: 20-21.) 


Ferrar Fenton translates the latter 
portion of this quotation as follows: 


*“To escape the Lord’s terrible splendour 
and might, when He rises to vanquish the 
earth.” 


The Septuagint translates this: 


“From the tremendous presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of His majesty, 
when He shall arise to crush the land.” 


Again we must remember that, 
while the immediate application of this 
warning of which Isaiah was speaking 
was to the destruction that was soon 
to overtake the land and people of his 
day because of their sins, the whole 
scope of this statement, as a prediction, 
was far more comprehensive in its ap- 
plication than the mere local scene. It 
involves ultimate judgment upon man 
and upon all his works as an age comes 
to its end. Therefore, the prophet 
exclaimed: 


“Cease trusting man, in whose nostrils 
is breath; for of what account is he?” (Isa. 
2: 22, Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Ferrar Fenton renders this: 


“Trust not in Man with his passionate 
breath; — to what good can he plan for 
himself?” 


Warning to Jerusalem 


After recounting this coming of 
judgment in the immediate future, 
prefiguring the ultimate outpouring of 
God’s wrath upon the earth in the 
Great and Terrible Day of the Lord, 
Isaiah addressed a warning to Jeru- 
salem. He declared that the Lord 
would remove from jerusalem and 
Judea support of all kinds — their 
bread and water were to fail; their 
mighty men and their warriors, judges, 
prophets, instructors and elders were 
to vanish; their counsellors, skilled 
architects and intelligent scholars were 
to be displaced. 

All this came to pass upon Jeru- 


salem and Judea when Nebuchadnez- 
zar, King of Babylon, came against the 
city. As set forth by the sacred his- 
torian: 

“‘He carried away all Jerusalem, and all 
the princes, and all the mighty men of 
valour, even ten thousand captives, and all 
the craftsmen and smiths: none remained, 


save the poorest sort of the people of the 
land.” (II Kings 24: 14.) 


Basest of Men 


Using singularly apt terms, the 
prophet depicted a condition of mal- 
administration in the land, with men of 
small stature bearing rule over God’s 
people, which was itself a forerunner 
of judgment: 


**T will give children to be their princes, 
and babes shall rule over them.” (Isa. 3: 4.) 


The result is shown to be wranglings 
and strife, with boys contending with 
their elders and the basest of men ris- 
ing up against the honorable. How 
strikingly up-to-date this is, for in 
modern times we have many an exam- 
ple of just such conditions among us, 
with political leaders of the basest type 
holding office and lording it over God’s 
people. 

Insofar as Jerusalem and Judea were 
concerned, it all came to pass through 
the succession of weak and wicked 
princes prior to the ultimate destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem and the temple by 
Nebuchadnezzar. Their rulers were 
like children as far as an understanding 
of the law and its administration were 
concerned. They were mere babes, 
lacking knowledge and incapable of 
that type of leadership so essential if 
the day of calamity was to be averted. 
As the result, more and more oppres- 
sion plagued the people. In despera- 
tion they undertook to secure honor- 
able men to assume office and take 
over rulership in the land, but Isaiah 
predicted: 


**Then each take his family friend, and 
cry ‘Robe and be Chieftain for us; — and 
this Ruin take under your hand! But at 
once he will rise and exclaim, ‘A Ruler I 
never can be, with no bread in my house 
and no Robe, — I cannot stand Chief of a 
tribe!’ ’ (Isa. 3: 6-7, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


Bereft of Leadership 


The appeal to someone of rank to 
assume leadership met with no re- 
sponse, for the one approached was 
also poverty-stricken, lacking ward- 
robe and finances, and therefore un- 
able to perform the duties the office 
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required. Thus the rejection of the call 
to public service contributed still 
further to the seriousness of local 
conditions. 

It is customary throughout the east 
for rulers to have on hand well-stocked 
wardrobes from which they could 
make gifts of changes of garments to 
visiting potentates upon all occasions. 
Also, food in abundance must be 
stored for state functions. However, 
due to the conditions of poverty 
throughout the land, capable men who 
could furnish leadership were unable 
to consider assuming the duties and 
obligations of office and rule for these 
reasons. The prudent were without the 
material means to carry on the re- 
quirements of office and, therefore, 
they excused themselves when called 
upon to undertake the responsibility 
of government. 


Show of Countenance 


Isaiah pointed out that Jerusalem 
could not be saved from ruin because 
of political, moral and spiritual de- 
generacy among the people. His next 
words were a vehemently-expressed 
condemnation: 


“The shew of their countenance doth 
witness against them; and they declare 
their sin as Sodom, they hide it not. Woe 
unto their soul! For they have rewarded 
evil unto themselves.” (Isa. 3: 9.) 


This indictment was primarily 
against the boldness of countenance of 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem and 
Judea who were bent upon ways of 
iniquity. Their eyes, the index of their 
hearts and minds, betrayed their evil- 
ness. Greed, envy, hatred, malice, 
concupiscence and murder were there 
for all to see, for they were not ashamed 
of their wickedness. Like the men of 
Sodom, their base desires and impure 
propensities could be read in their 
faces. No wonder Isaiah declared they 
had done evil to themselves, for their 
own facial expressions and their out- 
ward behaviour openly exposed their 
incorrigibility. 

While these statements by the 
prophet had their immediate applica- 
tion, they were at the same time pro- 
phetic of a later day when, as the result 
of the rejection of Jesus Christ, their 
Messiah, by the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, they would come under the 
curse of being rejected as God’s people 
and the “‘shew of their countenance” 
would witness against them. The mar- 
ginal rendering of a portion of Daniel 
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9: 26, as given in the King James Ver- 
sion, predicted that this would become 
true: 

‘And [the Jews] they shall be no more 
his people.” 


The process of fulfillment of what 
Isaiah had prophesied began after the 
return of the Jews from Babylonian 
captivity. Intermarriages occurred be- 
tween the Jews and the people of the 
land which were severely condemned 
by both Ezra and Nehemiah. But the 
results have had a marked effect upon 
modern Jewish physiognomy. The 
mutation of their bloodstream, prin- 
cipally through intermarriage with the 
Hittites, produced changes particu- 
larly emphasized by their “shew of 
countenance.” 

It has been impossible for the Jews 
to hide from others the fact that they 
are the people whose forefathers were 
responsible for the crucifixion of Jesus 
Christ. Throughout the centuries they 
have declared their sin as Sodom be- 
cause the marks of Jewishness could 
not be concealed. The result of their 
self-accusation has been fulfilled to the 
letter when, at the time of the cruci- 
fixion, they stood before Pilate and 
their leaders made the request: 


*‘[Let] his blood be on us, and on our 
children.” (Matt. 27: 25.) 


As a prophet of the Lord, Isaiah had 
foretold the woe that would come upon 
the Jews because of what had been 
done: ‘“They have rewarded evil unto 
themselves.” 


Contrasting the Righteous 
and Wicked 


The prophet contrasts the position 
of the righteous with that of the wicked 
in succinct terms. Of the righteous he 
states: 


“Say ye to the righteous, that it shall be 
well with him: for they shall eat the fruit 
of their doings.” (Isa. 3: 10.) 


Of the wicked he states: 


“Woe unto the wicked! It shall be ill 
with him: for the reward of his hands shall 
be given him.” (Isa. 3: 11.) 


This is a remarkably concise sum- 
mary of the outcome of the course 
taken in view of the verdict of history 
already rendered in the lives of those 
who have rejected their Messiah and 
those who have acknowledged that he 
is the Redeemer. Centuries of suffering 
for the Jews are here contrasted with 





the blessings which have accrued to 
the House of Israel—the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples — as the result 
of having become Christianized. It 
was the Psalmist who declared: 


“The Lord knoweth the way of the 
righteous: but the way of the ungodly shall 
perish.” (Ps. 1: 6.) 


Rulers Accountable to God 


Turning his attention again to the 
rulers who had impoverished His peo- 
ple, Isaiah exclaimed: 


*‘O my people! They who call you happy 
lead you astray; and disturb the path of 
your feet. But the Lord will now arise to 
plead His cause; and He will arraign His 
people. The Lord will Himself come to a 
trial with the elders of the people and with 
their chiefs.” (Isa. 3: 12-14, Septuagint 
Trans.) 


Here we have definite proof that the 
leaders of God’s people are to be held 
responsible for their conduct in office. 
In former days our national leaders, 
conducting the affairs of the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples, evidenced far 
more awareness of their Divine re- 
sponsibility than their counterparts 
display today. 

Responsibility to God induces men 
to act according to righteous convic- 
tions. But when national leaders follow 
a course of expediency in handling the 
affairs of state, it betrays their lack of 
understanding of their Divine ac- 
countability for their conduct of na- 
tional affairs. They would do well to 
heed the words of the Lord which were 
given under inspiration to David, the 
sweet psalmist of Israel: 


“The God of Israel said, the Rock of 
Israel spake to me, He that ruleth over men 
must be just, ruling in the fear of God.” 
(II Sam. 23: 3.) 


God requires that the rulers of His 
people follow His instructions in regard 
to national preparedness so that His 
people will be able to resist any attack 
and defeat those who attempt to move 
against them in evil aggression. If the 
governmental leaders fail to do this, 
they come under strong condemna- 
tion: 

“Ye have not gone up into the gaps, 
neither made up the hedge for the house 


of Israel to stand in the battle in the day 
of the Lord.” (Ez. 13: 5.) 


The Prophet Ezekiel is most em- 
phatic in his statements concerning 
this and those leaders who avoid the 
responsibility assigned to them, pro- 
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claiming peace when there is no peace, 
are severely castigated by this prophet: 
“‘Because, even because they have se- 


duced my people, saying, Peace; and there 
was no peace.” (Ez. 13: 10.) 


Here they are accused of seducing 
God’s people by promises of peace 
when there is no peace. The verdict 
rendered against them, as pointed out 
in this same chapter by Ezekiel, is that 
they will perish in the conflict for 
which they failed to prepare the people 
of God. 

However, the Prophet Isaiah con- 
fined his condemnation to the shame- 
less activities of political plunderers 
within the nation, which had the same 
result in impoverishing the people as 
if they were pillaged by an enemy from 
outside their borders: 


“Why have you burned up My vine- 
yard? And why is the plunder of the poor 
in your houses? Why do you injure My 
people; and cover with shame the face 
of the poor.” (Isa. 3: 14-15, Septuagint 
7 rans.) 


Ferrar Fenton translates this: 


‘For you have devoured their farm, and 
your homes hold the spoil of the poor. — 
How dare you My people crush down, and 
grind on the face of the weak? Asks the 
Lord Ever-living in might.” 


The prophet likened Israel to God’s 
vineyard which had been neglected by 
those who should have cared for it. 
Instead of looking after His possessions, 
they devoured the substance of God’s 
people through maladministration. 
Unjust systems of taxation, which were 
out of step with the Law of the Lord, 


confiscated the possessions of all. The 
people were no longer free to enjoy the 
fruits of their labors and pride in indi- 
vidual endeavor was stifled. 

All of this weakened the moral and 
spiritual fiber of the people and made 
them easy prey to an invading enemy. 
Therefore, God began to move in 
judgment against those responsible for 
the mistreatment of his people and 
Isaiah warned that the arrival of the 
Day of the Lord would bring about 
Divine recompense. Those who aspire 
to leadership have a responsibility in 
the sight of God that should not be 
lightly esteemed, for God will hold 
them accountable to Him, as Isaiah 
has so clearly set forth in the denuncia- 
tion of those who failed in his genera- 
tion in administering justice and 
equity as rulers of His peopl.

to Him (under the New Covenant) and again become the 
people of His Kingdom. 

While it was logical for the disciples to ask about the 
time when the Kingdom would be fully restored, there was 
good reason why the answer was not given to them. Cen- 
turies were yet to pass before the Seven Times (2520 years) 
of punishment, imposed upon the House of Israel, would 
expire. The restoration could not possibly occur until after 
the Seven Times had run its course, and less than a thou- 
sand years of this whole 2520-year period had run out 
when the disciples asked the above question of our Lord. 

In His answer the Lord emphasized the word you. His 
disciples had a specific task to perform, about which He 
informed them; their mission was a part of the process of 
restoration. But it was not expedient for them to dwell 
upon the timing of the restoration, so the times and seasons 
were not discussed with them. 

Today we know that the time is at hand, for the 2520- 
year term of punishment for the House of Israel has run its 
course. Events now taking place clearly demonstrate that 
we are the generation living in the Day of His Preparation. 

It is a well-established fact that the season of our Lord’s 
first coming was known to some. The Prophet Daniel had 
dealt with time periods that focused upon the time of His 
First Advent. While the greater majority of the people 
were wholly unaware of the importance of those “‘times 
and seasons,”’ a few did know. This is clearly indicated in 
the New Testament records of the events at the time of His 
birth. 

At the close of His ministry, Jesus admonished his fol- 
lowers to watch, but at the same time He designated the 
generation that would be living when the signs would 
indicate that the season of the Second Advent had arrived. 
To say that the timing of His coming is to remain a mys- 
tery to all, and that the Bible does not encourage an under- 
standing of the times and seasons of His return, is to fail to 
comprehend the significance of the statement: 


“Surely the Lord God will do nothing, but he revealeth his 
secret unto his servants the prophets.” (Amos 3: 7.) 


There were those to whom the Lord revealed the season 
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of the First Advent. There will be those to whom the season 
of the Second Advent will also be made known. Paul de- 
clares of those who are truly watchful that the Day of the 
Lord, although coming as a thief in the night, will not 
catch them napping (I Thess. 5: 2-4). This very statement 
presupposes the possession of information on the part of 
the watchers that keeps them alert, knowing the times and 
seasons when the “‘thief-like’’ aspect of His coming will be 
imminent. 

Through Daniel the Prophet we are informed that, at 
the “‘time of the end,” the seals would be broken and un- 
derstanding would come to a few designated as the wise. 
The negative attitude displayed by some toward such un- 
derstanding of the times and seasons disqualifies them from 
being among the number of those so blessed in this Time of 
the End. The prophet also makes this clear. As stated in 
‘Telling the Time,” Destiny for May 1957: 


“Those who decry the application of chronological evidence 
which determines the pattern of events do so because of their 
inability to fully comprehend the meaning of the ‘times and sea- 
sons’ — a phrase used by our Lord which presupposes an under- 
standing of timing. These, Jesus said, God ‘hath put in His own 
power,’ but the Prophet Daniel was told by the Angel that at the 
Time of the End that which was purposely hidden by God would 
be revealed to the wise. 

“Many Christian leaders today are woefully out of step with 
the progress of events in accordance with the schedule of the 
Divine agenda outlined for us in the Scriptures. This is due to 
their failure to grasp fundamental truths, not the least of which 
is the factor of timing revealed to the watchmen today.” 


If those looking for the return of the Lord today are con- 
stituted as watchmen, then it naturally follows that they 
will have an understanding of chronological timing, for the 
duty of the watchman is to announce the hours of the 
night. Surely, if he is to give effective information, he must 
know what time of night it is, and if the watchman’s warn- 
ing is to be authoritative and persuasive, he must know 
when the night will end and the dawn of the new day 
arrive. Those today who are true watchmen are fully aware 
of this timing, for this is the “‘meat in due season’’ to be 
partaken of by those who are adult in their Christian ex- 
perience just preceding the Second Advent of our Lord. 
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London, Fune 7 (By CaBLe) 
USSIA HAS made it clear to the Western Powers that, 
unless we agree to Soviet disarmament terms, there 
will be no pact. Russian terms are still unacceptable 
and would trap the West into total and permanent in- 
feriority. Russian leaders have given a general impression 
to nearly all Western statesmen that they will concede 
nothing which does not leave the Soviet Union superior in 
military strength. It is therefore difficult to see what good 
can come of any top level East-West talks. In the mean- 
time Russia is increasing every form of war preparation. 
It would be dangerous to ignore this. Indeed, precaution- 
ary moves by the West are already overdue. The West 
knows that the dangers it has long feared are coming 
nearer and what we now need is action. 

During the last four weeks the signs of trouble have 
much increased and one fears that within a few months 
they will be greater still. There is no time to be lost in use- 
less talks. There is scarcely enough for the preparation of 
minimum defenses. Defense is no longer a mere question 
of weapons; it is essentially one of an invulnerable base. 
This exists but is not yet developed. We have already seen 
how vital South Africa was when the Canal was shut. It 
will be a good deal more important than that before long. 

When America moved her Sixth Fleet to the Eastern 
Mediterranean and Russia delivered a stern warning 
against American intervention in the Jordan situation, the 
big question mark was — Is Russia bluffing? It is still the 
big question. It is highly probable that Russia was, in fact, 
bluffing in the sense that she did not and still does not want 
immediate war with America. From the local tactical 
angle, May is not a good time for hostilities in the Middle 
East, just as the hot weather is beginning; and this factor 
— like that of the harvest — carries weight. The main 
considerations, however, were strategic. Russia’s Middle 
Eastern objectives (which this Service has reiterated and 
analyzed many times) are unalterable. Russia is deter- 
mined to make a bid for control and domination of the 
whole Middle East area. The evidence has been piling up 
for years and is virtually incontrovertible. Every Russian 
move has been consistent with this intention and many of 
Russia’s moves have been explicable on no other basis. The 
only question has been one of timing and it appears that 
her preparations are not yet complete. 

The attempt to use the Arabs to destroy Israel and then 
gradually to get full control over the Arab States failed 
last autumn. Now, although this weapon has not been 
discarded — and will be used to whatever extent is pos- 
sible — it is no longer the main weapon. It is therefore 
necessary for Russia to complete her preparations for 
direct action. Before making a direct attack on Israel — 
which is necessarily the first and most important target — 
Russia deems certain conditions to be essential. She must 
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be able to say that she has tried everything possible to get a 
general disarmament agreement but that every proposal 
has been turned down by the West. Therefore (the story 
will go) the West must mean mischief, especially as Amer- 
ica is now moving toward Russia’s southern front as well 
as Maintaining a standing threat on the western front. 

Moscow’s contention will be that Russia is in danger 
and has been forced into this action. This is considered 
essential, not only for home consumption but also to rein- 
force the fifth column of Western leftists and provide fuel 
for the vast propaganda machine designed to undermine 
the confidence of Western peoples in their own govern- 
ments. That is the reasoning behind Russia’s latest dis- 
armament offensive, which has been cleverly timed to 
start at the very moment when the Western Powers have 
been forced to adjust their defenses and commit them- 
selves to nuclear weapons as their main armory. In other 
words, Russia made her disarmament proposals at a time 
when she knew that the West must either refuse them or 
render itself relatively defenseless. 

There is reason to believe that the last Russian H-bomb 
test was purposely made with a “‘rigged’’ bomb designed 
to produce an unusually large radioactive fall-out in order 
to reinforce the warnings of certain scientists upon H-bomb 
tests. That is not to say that the scientists are entirely 
wrong in their warnings. There is considerable substance 
in them, but they are undoubtedly being exploited by 
Soviet propaganda. However, the British H-bomb test is 
unimportant in comparison with the larger number of 
Soviet tests. No significant harm could be done by Britain’s 
tests. It is the cumulative effect of all the tests put together 
over a period of years which would cause anxiety. Russia 
started and has continued this dangerous H-bomb race 
and Russia alone is to blame. The U. S. resumed H-bomb 
tests only after it became known that Russia was secretly 
going ahead and that there was a prospect of her keeping 
the lead. Yet, at that time, Russia was superior in all con- 
ventional weapons and was in no serious danger from any 
quarter at all. 

Syria is now virtually a Russian satellite and may be 
replacing Egypt as the main weapon. Moscow is displeased 
with Nasser because he got himself into bad trouble with 
King Saud. It is possible that Nasser may be overthrown 
and replaced by an even more extreme leftist. Egypt’s dis- 
ruptive functions may be diverted more toward the Sudan 
and Ethiopia rather than toward the north. Nasser was 
ordered by Moscow not to move troops into Jordan to 
support the King’s opponents. Had he done so, Israel 
would probably have intervened, especially if Egyptian 
troops had appeared west of the river Jordan. That would 
have created a situation for which Russia is not quite 
ready. If it were decided to make an all-out attempt to 
overthrow this anti-Communist King, the Jordan leftists 
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would do it from within. For the time being, they have 
been ordered to pull their punches. In that sense, Russia 
was bluffing at the end of April. Her warning to America 
not to intervene was given in the knowledge that a situa- 
tion within the context of the American declaration of 
interest in Jordan would not arise. Nevertheless, an acci- 
dent could have happened and may yet happen before 
Russia’s chosen moment. Such intricate situations cannot 
be kept under control or made to keep to a timetable. 

All the information at your correspondent’s disposal 
indicates September or October as a time of considerable 
danger. Israel may then be subtly provoked into some ac- 
tion essential to her security, which will create a situation 
in which the West must either intervene or abandon the 
Middle East. Between now and then, Russia’s disarma- 
ment proposals will be pressed further at the highest levels 
but they will be framed in such a way that the West cannot 
accept them, short of putting itself into a practically de- 
fenseless position vis-a-vis Russia. Moscow is cocksure and 
confident about the success of its plan. The recent decen- 
tralization plans should be regarded as a major prepara- 
tion for Russia’s intended moves. | 

The dismissal of French rural administrators, techni- 
cians and doctors has left a vacuum which Moroccans do 
not seem able to fill. There is now something like a break- 
down of agricultural organization. In addition to this, 
there are difficulties caused by droughts and severe pests. 
The harvest is likely to be poor and considerable losses of 
livestock are expected. There is a tiresome influx of popu- 
lation from the country into the towns, which is all the 
more awkward because of decreasing opportunities in 
industry and commerce. The withdrawal of foreign capital 
and the general political and economic insecurity have 
affected private enterprise, and public works projects are 
not enough to give work to more than a minority. Unem- 
ployment is therefore a problem. When the French were in 
Morocco, the economy was swiftly developing to every- 
one’s benefit. The economic situation is helping to increase 
political pressures. The new government, formed last 
October, consists mostly of members of the relatively 
moderate wing of the Jstiglal Party. The workers had been 
led to expect a paradise after “‘liberation’”’ from the French. 
Instead, they have found living conditions considerably 
harder and the political opposition is exploiting their 
growing discontent. 

The second moderate Nationalist Party, the P.D.I. 
(Parti Démocratique de I’ Indépendance) is regaining some in- 
fluence. There is a separatist trade union movement in the 
U.M.T. (Union Marocaine du Travail). Radical left-wing 
elements are making great efforts to break up the unity of 
the U.M.T. The radical wing of the Jstiglal Party, led by 
Allal el Fassi, is very active. El Fassi’s violently demagogic 
propaganda is being fully supported by Cairo. The Voice 
of the Arabs broadcasts pay a great deal of attention to 
Moroccan affairs. The government is strongly attacked on 
economic and social grounds. Egyptian propaganda is also 
concentrating on the coming talks between Washington 
and Rabat about the American bases. Radio Cairo con- 
stantly appeals to the Moroccan people to oppose any new 
agreement about American bases in Morocco. ‘The Com- 
munists, of course, support the Cairo line and also the dis- 
sident movement in the U.M.T. 

There is evidence in both Rabat and Paris of close con- 
tact between the Communist Parties of France, Morocco, 
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Tunisia and Algeria. The growing unrest amongst North 
African workers in France, the concentrated attack against 
the unity of the trade union movements in both Morocco 
and Tunisia and the increasing arms shipments into Al- 
geria are all part of the same offensive. During talks in 
Paris in April between French and North African Com- 
munist Parties, strong emphasis was put on the aim of 
creating an unsettled situation in all the North African 
countries in order to lessen their usefulness as NATO 
bases. 

French intervention in North Africa brought many and 
great benefits, almost all of which would disappear if 
France were entirely dislodged from the area. The Sultan 
of Morocco dares not admit the facts, while Russia — both 
directly and through Cairo — stirs up the extremists. But 
when eventually Russian Communism is polished off (as 
it will be) Morocco will be free to embark upon most 
profitable policies. 

The reorganization of the Spanish government in Feb- 
ruary arose from two main causes. The first was the normal 
exhaustion resulting from long terms of office. The former 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Sefior Artajo, had been in 
office for twelve years, and the Minister of Labor, Sejfior 
Giron, since 1941. Some other Ministers too had been in 
office for long periods. The second reason was some con- 
cern felt about the economic situation. Inflationary pres- 
sures needed thought and careful management. Added to 
this, agriculture last year suffered losses which affected the 
economy. These questions had led to a certain amount of 
political tension. General Franco himself remained above 
criticism, but it was becoming clear that, if matters were 
allowed to drift further, he might be thought careless. 

There are also signs that Don Juan’s personal prospects 
of restoration are perhaps slightly better, and that his son, 
Juan Carlos, is perhaps less of a danger to his father than 
hitherto. Don Juan has moderated his attitude somewhat 
and is said to have given guarantees that his restoration 
would not bring about any change in basic policy. How- 
ever, one should not be overimpressed by these rumors. 
Monarchist influence in the government, however, has its 
disadvantages because, if the economic situation is not well 
managed, the Monarchists may be held responsible and 
will have to bear the brunt of some criticism. ‘The unknown 
factor in the government is the powerful Rear-Admiral 
Blanco, Ministerial Under-Secretary of the Presidential 
Office. He is rather close to Franco and no one seems to 
know what he really thinks. 

Communist agents have been coming in from France 
with funds and orders, but the police have discovered a 
large number of documents which have disclosed precise 
details of the underground communications network be- 
tween French and Spanish Communists. In recent Com- 
munist instructions from France, there has been a strong 
insistence that Spanish Communists must quickly organize 
sabotage units for use against any NATO establishments 
which might be set up in Spain. 
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COMMUNISM IN CONTROL! 








Ep. Nore: Because of its timely importance 
in the light of the present trend in Supreme 
Court decisions, we are republishing here 
in full Economic Council Letter 409, dated 
June 15, 1957.* 


NTERNATIONAL COMMUNISM, directed 
from Moscow, largely molded the 
foreign and domestic policies of 

the Roosevelt and Truman Adminis- 
trations. And Communism is still 
molding many of the policies of the 
Eisenhower Administration. 

Roosevelt and Truman, doubtless 
unaware of what Communist influence 
was doing, were inexcusably credulous. 
And Mr. Eisenhower today, equally 
unaware of why his Administration is 
doing some of the things it is doing, is 
equally credulous. 

Communist influence is now as po- 
tent as ever. We do not say this lightly. 
If the Communist trend of the past 
twenty-four years in America is not 
soon reversed, we shall be faced with 
complete disaster. 

What do we mean by disaster? We 
mean that the liberty our ancestors 
won will come to an end. State and 
local rights will be wiped out. And the 
Washington Administration, then com- 
pletely controlled by International 
Communism, will be as great a tyrant 
as the Communist dictatorships in 
Russia and the satellite countries are 
today. Those who have played in with 
Communist treachery will be on top. 
Those who have fought Communism, 
or have ignored it, will be complete 
slaves. Their property, including their 
securities and bank accounts, will be 
confiscated. The majority will not dare 
utter a word in opposition. 

The new regime will be as perma- 
nent as Communist dictatorships are 
everywhere, once they are established. 

On June 12, 1956, Dr. Bella Dodd, 
formerly a professor in Hunter Col- 
lege, New York, and a brilliant lawyer, 
who was for many years a member of 
the National Committee of the Com- 
munist Party USA, was a sworn 
witness before the Senate Internal 
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Security Committee. The following 
colloquy took place: 


Senator Jenner: “Dr. Dodd, what is 
your honest opinion as to whether or not 
the Communist Party is gaining, standing 
still, or losing ground in America? We 
know where it is in the world. But in 
America.” 

Dr. Dodd: “I think the Communist 
Party is gaining at an alarming rate. I 
think the Communist Party is not gaining 
that under the label of Communist, but 
by having its operators operate under 
many different labels, under many differ- 
ent titles. But the people who were known 
to me as either Party members or associates 
of the Party are mounting to important 
positions in policymaking, both on the 
industrial level, on the communications 
level, and on the governmental level.” 


Here are eight pieces of evidence 
that the Roosevelt and Truman Ad- 
ministrations were under Communist 
influence: 

7) The recognition of Soviet Russia 
by Roosevelt in 1933. The terms of the 
recognition, which constituted a re- 
versal of the policy of Wilson, Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover, were violated 
by Soviet Russia from the very begin- 
ning and we made no effective protest. 

2) The enactment, in 1936, of the 
Wagner Labor Disputes Act which was 
not written by Senator Wagner, but 
by Lee Pressman, later a confessed 
Communist and general counsel of 
the CIO. The House Committee hear- 
ings in 1940 showed that the National 
Labor Relations Board was infested 
with and largely run by Communists. 

3) The reversal of American policy 
which permitted us to be drawn into 
World War II under the influence of 
Communism, exercised through the 
British Government, which has long 
been peculiarly subject to Soviet in- 
fluence. Illustrations of the latter are 
the inviting of top Soviet leaders to 
London last year, the prompt recogni- 
tion by Britain several years ago of 
Red China and the recent announce- 
ment by Britain that she will trade in 
vitally important goods and commodi- 
ties with Red China. 

4) The conduct of World War II by 
Roosevelt, notably the forcing on So- 


viet Russia (without exacting any 
quid pro quo from Russia, which we now 
know she was entirely prepared to 
give) of more than $11 billion of lend- 
lease; the rejection of the plan to in- 
vade the Balkans while Stalin was 
engaged in trying to drive the Germans 
out of Russia, and the substitution of 
the plan to invade and destroy a sub- 
stantial part of France, with resultant 
cost in American lives; the fantastic 
retreat, against the bitter opposition 
of General Patton and others, over 
roughly a hundred miles of previously- 
conquered German territory, in order 
to permit Soviet Russia to take Berlin 
and East Germany. This last, together 
with the failure to invade the Balkans, 
turned all of Eastern Europe over to 
Soviet Russia. 

5) The despicable sellout to Russia 
at Yalta, important parts of which 
were kept completely from the Ameri- 
can people at the time. 

6) The setting up of the United 
Nations, under the blessing of both 
Roosevelt and Truman. The UN was 
largely the brain-child of Communists 
and Communist-influenced persons, 
including Alger Hiss, General Secre- 
tary of the San Francisco Conference 
at which the UN Charter was drawn 
up. George Sokolsky, in his broadcast 
of June 9, aptly called the UN head- 
quarters in New York the ‘‘House of 
Hiss.”’ 

7) The sellout of China to the Com- 
munists, aided and abetted by such 
organizations as the Institute of Pa- 
cific Relations, always a favorite with 
the State Department and the re- 
cipient of millions of dollars which 
were allowed tax exemption by the 
Roosevelt and Truman Administra- 
tions. Owen Lattimore, director of 
the I.P.R., was officially described by 
the Senate Internal Security Commit- 
tee as “‘a conscious, articulate instru- 
ment of the Communist conspiracy.” 
Yet this man was reinstated as head of 
a department in Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, whose president is now Milton 
Eisenhower. 

8) American involvement through 
Truman in the Korean War, and even 
more, the complete acquiescence of 
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the United States in letting the UN, 
under the dictation of Soviet Russia, 
forbid the winning of the war. This 
led to the disgraceful firing by Truman 
of General MacArthur, who Field- 
Marshall Lord Alanbrooke, as quoted 
by Arthur Bryant in The Turn of the 
Tide, says was the greatest soldier of 
World War IT. 

We could go on almost indefinitely. 
It is hard to find anything done by the 
Roosevelt or Truman Administrations 
that was contrary to the interests of 
World Communism. _ 

Communist influence has been just 
as powerful in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration as in the two previous 
ones. And this in spite of the frequent 
statements of the President against 
Communism. 

The single fact stated a few weeks 
ago by Congressman Francis Walter 
tells its own story, that Communists 
were able to bring in 5,000 Hungarian 
Communists following the Hungarian 
uprising last fall, before the Eisen- 
hower Administration realized what 
was going on. Many of these promptly 
disappeared. ‘They will not reappear 
until the Communist International is 
ready to stage an uprising in America. 
Then we'll know where they are. 

Evidences of Communist infiltration 
in the Washington Administration, 
and in many phases of American pri- 
vate life, can be found in the following: 

First. — Continued support of the 
United Nations by the Administration. 
The President has said on many occa- 
sions that the UN is the cornerstone of 
American foreign policy. The corner- 
stone used to be the Constitution of the 
United States. The President continues 
to hold that we have surrendered an 
important part of our sovereignty 
(how much, God only knows) to the 
UN. No other nation takes such a 
position. The Communists were in on 
the conception and birth of the UN 
and they are the dominating influence 
in it today. Every UN representative 
from Soviet Russia and from the 
satellite countries is, of course, a spy. 

It would be hard to find a single 
thing the UN has done which has 
strengthened the United States. It has 
done many things — such as the parti- 
tion of Palestine, thereby opening the 
door to Soviet influence in the Middle 
East — which are highly detrimental 
to the United States. 

Second. — ‘The Summit Meeting at 
Geneva in June, 1955. This, so far as 
the United States was concerned, was 
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a trap into which Mr. Eisenhower and 
his associates walked — despite ad- 
vance warnings and despite all previ- 
ous experience. 

The Summit Conference was a fail- 
ure from every American standpoint 
and the Economic Council and others 
warned of this. Everyone who had 
followed prior events intelligently 
knew it would be a failure. The Ad- 
ministration should have known it. 
But Communist influence, acting 
through the “‘liberals”’ and left-wingers 
in the Administration, persuaded the 
President there was real chance of 
success. 

Third. — The continued reckless ex- 
travagance of the Federal Govern- 
ment. Council Letter 402 showed the 
direct Federal debt of the United 
States is nearly twice as great as the 
combined debt of the 26 next largest 
debtor nations; and our Federal 
spending is 17 per cent greater than 
the aggregate spending of the 32 next 
largest spending nations, not including 
Soviet Russia. 

The present Federal debt is larger 
than the value of all property, real and 
personal, corporate and individual, in 
the United States, combined. In addi- 
tion to our direct debt, there are many 
billions of indirect debt. The most 
recent effort of the Treasury to sell 
bonds was a failure. This has alarmed 
some of the keener minds in Washing- 
ton. 

Measured by the index of wholesale 
prices, the dollar of today has depre- 
ciated 57 per cent in purchasing power 
since 1939 and is now worth only 43 
cents compared with the dollar of 
1934. It is still falling. Yet Administra- 
tion policies seem to ignore this. 

Fourth. — Continued softness __to- 
ward the excesses of tyrannical labor 
bosses. There is no sign in the leader- 
ship of either party of any willingness 
to come to grips with the threat posed 
by tyrannical organized labor. In the 
Communist-inspired strikes of the 
1930’s, and in many cases since then, 
Americans have been killed by labor 
goons. Yet Government has _ been 
afraid to punish the killers. 

Americans have seen in the past 
three years the most studied attempts, 
including the attempt by imported 
labor goons, to tyrannize over the men 
and women who wanted to continue 
working for the Kohler Company, of 
Kohler, Wisconsin. The CIO has 
spent millions in order, as one of its 
officers recently stated, to destroy, if 


necessary, the Kohler Company. The 
CIO is now engaged in a nation-wide 
boycott to try to persuade municipali- 
ties, contractors, dealers, etc., to 
boycott Kohler products. These goons 
have been guilty of assault, and of 
destruction of homes and property. 
And, meanwhile, the Governor of 
Wisconsin hasn’t had the guts to pro- 
tect American citizens who want to 
work. 

The management and loyal em- 
ployees of Kohler deserve the thanks 
of all Americans for their courageous 
fight. Every American individual and 
corporation that plans construction 
should insist on the specification of 
Kohler products. And many are doing 
just this. 

Communists are responsible for the 
Kohler destruction and other outrages. 
The President is willing to spend 
billions abroad to prevent the victory 
of Communism. But he has displayed 
little interest in trying to stop present- 
day ravages of Communism right here 
in the United States. 

Fifth. — Strikes or threatened strikes 
for the purpose of raising wages and 
other benefits. These are closely con- 
nected with other union outrages. As a 
result of holding up employers, wages 
in many lines have been raised to a 
point where the costs of many goods 
and services produced are out of all 
proportion to their value. The exces- 
sive demands of union czars are proba- 
bly greater even than high taxes in 
their inflationary effect. 

Sixth. — Recent Supreme Court de- 
cisions since 1933. While under the 
Constitution, the Supreme Court is an 
independent, coordinate branch of the 
Government, yet every one of its 
present Members was appointed by 
Roosevelt, Truman or Eisenhower. So 
it is not surprising that the Court has 
leaned heavily toward socialism, and 
shows the influence of Communism 
in certain recent important decisions. 

For the Court is clearly engaged in 
amending the Constitution in such a 
way as to wipe out the rights of the 
States. Thus in effect the Court is 
furthering the schemes of Interna- 
tionalism and Communism. For as 
long as States’ Rights and the Con- 
stitution and Bill of Rights stand, 
Communism can never prevail in 
America. 

These Communist tendencies have 
been shown in the segregation de- 
cision of May 17, 1954, in which the 
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tional military parade in Red Square, after 

which, to the accompaniment of political broad- 
casts, hundreds of colored balloons bearing the slogan: 
“Peace, peace, peqce,”’ were let loose and filled the sky. In 
his speech Marshal Zhukov declared: ‘“The Soviet people 
are celebrating May Day this year in an atmosphere of 
further solidarity of all countries in the struggle for peace. 
But Imperialist circles, frightened by the growing libera- 
tion movement of Asia and Africa, have stubbornly re- 
jected Russia’s proposals for disarmament. The Imperial- 
ists are doing everything to isolate the Arab people from 
each other and to break their determination in the struggle 
for independence. By the American decision to base atomic 
formations in other countries the danger of the outbreak 
of an atomic war has been brought nearer, but Russia 
already has all modern combat means necessary to defeat 
any kind of aggressor.” 

Not to be outdone, Mr. Khrushchev added his quota of 
gloom to the gay occasion by saying: ‘‘It is an indisputable 
fact that the United States and her allies contemplate an 
aggressive war against the Soviet Union and its allies.”

The Red Conspiracy 


Meanwhile, with the advent of the American Sixth 
Fleet off Beirut, “‘prepared to use force if necessary,” the Red 
conspiracy to dethrone all Middle East monarchies col- 
lapsed completely. Having uttered its stern warning on the 
perils of intervention (see ‘‘Month By Month,”’ Destiny 
for July 1957), the Kremlin watched impotently and silent. 
World conscience watched in silence! The United Nations 
remained silent. It had not been consulted. 

After describing the origins of the plot to eliminate the 
four Arab kings, the mouthpiece of Jordan (Ferusalem 
Radio) proclaimed: 


“During the first week of April, Soviet agents prepared plans 
for an armed intervention in Jordan by Syrian military units 
supported by MIG aircraft bearing the Syrian emblem, but 
piloted by Russian officers. Had it not been for God’s mercy 
and for King Hussein’s courage, this country would have been 
the battlefield of a bloody war and Zionism would have taken the 
opportunity to achieve its objectives at the expense of Jordan.” 


Fullest details as to the origins of the plot, given in a 
dispatch from the Times correspondent in Amman, in- 
cluded the following extract from the official communique 
issued by Mr. Samir Rifai (Foreign Minister of Iraq): 


“Egypt’s policy was based on the annihilation of the two 
Hashemite thrones and the Saudi and Libyan thrones. On 
January 30th, 1956, Egyptian diplomatic representatives in the 
Arab countries met in Cairo and decided to adopt this policy 
aimed at overthrowing King Hussein of Jordan, King Faisal of 
Iraq, King Saud of Arabia and King Idris of Libya, and the 
establishment of republics in the countries concerned un- 
der the leadership of the Egyptian Republic. 

“This decision had the blessing of the Soviet Union and inter- 
national Communism, which undertook to train spies and send 
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experts in espionage with the object of setting up a wide-scale 
spy ring in the Arab world. In October, 1956, a political-military 
committee was set up to implement this policy.” 


After giving a complete list of the names of all the per- 
sons implicated in the plot (including Dimitri Yoshkov, 
Russian vice-consul in Beirut and Colonel Iskandar Matsa- 
kov, assistant Soviet military attaché in Beirut), the news- 
paper Al Urdon, which published the official Government 
broadcast, asserted: 


*“‘When the time for carrying out the plot drew near, Major- 
General Ali Abu Nuwar held a meeting in Damascus with the 
Soviet Ambassador to Syria. During this meeting they secured 
the support of the Soviet Union for the coup @état which they 
intended to carry out in Jordan.” 


Isolation of Egypt 


Again, in an on-the-spot report entitled ‘‘Cairo Control 
of Three Arab Armies Ends,”’ Colin Reid, Daily Telegraph 
correspondent in Beirut, vividly depicts the consequences 
of the coup as follow: 


“The Egyptian Supreme Command of the armies of Jordan 
and Syria collapsed on the Jordan-dictated withdrawal of Syrian 
troops from Jordanian territory. This was the most severe 
blow yet to the designs of President Nasser of Egypt, who 
aimed at a single Cairo-dominated Arab Army and federa- 
tion of Arab states, with Russian backing. 

“More than any previous development, the departure of the 
Syrian force from Jordan and its replacement by Saudi-Arabian 
troops, showed the breakdown of Egyptian zonal military 
authority and emphasized the isolation of Egypt from the 
new Middle East alignment.” 


Subsequently, visiting Damascus, Colin Reid observes: 


“The popularity of President Nasser, certainly, is on the wane. 
Supreme power continues to be in the hands of Colonel Sarrej 
[head of the Army Intelligence Service] and the flow of Soviet 
arms continues under the authority of the army. But in the Grand 
Bazaar, which is usually the political sounding board of an Arab 
city, Col. Nasser’s halo is undoubtedly losing a lot of radiance. 
The well-known photograph wreathed in smiles, which sup- 
planted the texts from the Koran in all the shops, now appears 
only in about five per cent of them.” 


In another special article entitled ““Egypt’s Hold Slip- 
ping,” J. B. Slade-Baker informs us: 


“The withdrawal of Syrian forces and the report that King 
Saud is prepared to assume responsibility for both Syria’s and 
Egypt’s share of financial aid to Jordan, indicates that the recent 
realignment is of a permanent character and it emphasizes 
Egypt’s growing isolation. 


Egypt’s Present Eclipse 


“Egypt’s position in the Middle East is now at stake. 
Every move she has made since she prevented Jordan from join- 
ing the Baghdad Pact has been designed to establish an 
Egyptian hegemony over the Arab world from Casablanca 
to the Persian Gulf. With the termination of the Anglo-Jor- 
danian Treaty, the final achievement of her ambitions seemed 
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in a fair way to fulfillment. As always, however, the fatal tend- 
ency to overplay her hand, and, above all, her plot against the 
thrones, finally set up unbearable strains and stresses. 

“Now her claim to be regarded as a unifying force has 
been exposed as a sham and her dream of leading a chain 
of pliant republics has dissolved. But the memory of the 
politically-minded Arab is short and in spite of Egypt’s present 
eclipse, what is in her favor is the problem of Israel. The specter 
of a militant and expansionist Israel remains the only factor 
capable of uniting the Arab states.” 


Egyptian Empire Crumbling 


Finally, Sir Alec Kirkbride, former British Ambassador 
to Libya, speaks with unchallengeable authority when he 
affirms: 


“Looking through a recent edition of a popular, illustrated 
Egyptian paper called Liberation, I was struck by the wide field 
of Arab personalities against whom its abuse was directed. The 
main theme of attack is the same in each case; namely, that the 
persons are traitors to the Arab cause.” 


Continuing by naming the prominent ministers in Iraq, 
Jordan, Libya, Tunis and Morocco, who come under 
condemnation, Sir Alec arrives at the following conclusion: 


‘The offense committed by all these people is their failure to 
follow the party line indicated by the Egyptians. Developments 
in the Arab world are in fact almost the parallel of the revolt 
of the Soviet satellites except that in this case the rebels are 
satellites only in the view of those who would like to become the 
center of the Arab universe. 

“The Egyptian empire is crumbling before it really came 
into being. Both Saudi Arabia and Jordan have recoiled from 
the too close association which the Syrian and Egyptian partners 
have shown with Soviet Russia. It seems to be clear that the 
Egyptian ambition, to be accepted as the leader of the 
Arabs, will not be fulfilled.” 


A Comforting Maneuver 


Back in Washington from his tour of the Middle East 
as President Eisenhower’s envoy, Mr. Richards claimed 
that “‘the movement of the U. S. Sixth Fleet was an im- 
portant influence encouraging a cooperative attitude on 
the part of Middle East nations toward America.” At a 
Press Conference, Mr. Richards affirmed: 


“‘Nowhere did I find any resentment at the Sixth Fleet being 
in Middle East waters. Instead there was a feeling of comfort 
about it. All Middle East countries were conscious of the military 
might of the United States and confident that she could whip 
Russia if she got into a war. They also appreciated that the mili- 
tary potential of the United States offered them a great contribu- 
tion towards economic development because it meant they need 
not spend so much on military budgets. The countries I visited 
know that America desired peace.” 


Isolation of Nasser 


Mr. Richards continued by explaining that his remarks 
about the Sixth Fleet being welcomed did not, of course, 
apply to Egypt or Syria, two countries he did not visit. 
He was ready to visit Egypt if he had an adequate invita- 
tion, but Russia wanted to keep the area as a festering sore. 

Furthermore, Mr. Richards alleged: 


“There was no American policy to isolate Nasser, or anybody 
else. If it developed that way, by Egypt’s neighbors showing 
increasing desire to cooperate with the United States, it was just 
too bad. Russia is to blame for my mission’s failure to win sup- 
port from Egypt for the Eisenhower doctrine. The Russians had 
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their under-cover men in Egypt charging us with imperialism 
and lambasting us all the time. They could have had a lot of fun 
saying we were just a lot of imperialists taking Britain’s place. | 
saw signs of Russian penetration during my tour. I have seen 
Soviet technicians and Russian weapons in the tiny desert king- 
dom of Yemen.” 


Soviet Boasts Stripped 


Meanwhile, in the Daily Express, Robert Edwards in- 
dulges in the somewhat fervid expostulation: 


**The Russians have just suffered by far their greatest and most 
dramatic defeat in the Cold War. Their dire.threats have been 
exposed and their foolish boasts stripped bare. I refer to the un- 
precedented challenge thrown down to Moscow in the sailing 
of the American Sixth Fleet across the Mediterranean when 
Jordan was imperiled. Look back at this moment in history with 
all its implications. 

“Jordan was on the edge of falling into the hands of conspira- 
tors from within. Outside the Syrian allies of the Russians were 
ready to swallow up the desert kingdom. The signs pointed in 
one direction only. The Kremlin’s ambitions were about 
to be fulfilled. A new and deadly menace to Western oil reserves 
seemed inevitable. 


The Maximum Ostentation 

“Then President Eisenhower gave the order. No humiliation 
was spared the Communists. The departure of the Fleet was as 
boldly advertised as a Hollywood epic. The maximum ostenta- 
tion was employed to show that America meant business. And 
what happened? Did Khrushchev threaten New York with 
guided missiles as he did London when Anthony Eden intervened 
in Suez? Not at all. There was no talk of missiles. 

**By the time the Sixth Fleet had arrived off the coast of Leba- 
non, and the marine contingents were landed, it was clear that 
for Russia the game was up. The Syrian troops had no choice 
but to return. King Hussein was able to defeat his enemies. And 
the Kremlin knew that their Middle East adventure had come 
to an abrupt end.” 


Well, Mr. Edwards, the Kremlin adventure may have 
come to an abrupt halt insofar as one aspect of tactical 
maneuvering is concerned. It takes more than one tactical 
success, however, to win a battle and it is certainly pre- 
mature to speak of the Kremlin adventure as having come 
to an end. Nevertheless, our irrepressible enthusiast con- 
tinues: 


‘Now nation after nation is rallying to the American banner. 
Only Syria and Egypt remain outside in lonely isolation. Even 
the Israelites are under the American umbrella. Their boundaries 
have been made safe for them. They can relax so long as they 
behave themselves. ‘Jehovah has triumphed; her people are 
free!’ ”” 


We are relieved that you speak of “‘her’’ people instead 
of “‘His” people, Mr. Edwards. Had you done otherwise 
we would have felt obliged to take you up on that score. 
Maybe the Israelis feel safe for the time being, and for as 
long as they behave themselves, but to regard this situation 
as a triumph for Jehovah would be to subject the inter- 
pretation of the prophetic Scriptures to a strain they were 
neither designed — nor are they destined — to sustain. 


Risking the Brink 
Robert Edwards manages to bring his enthusiasms back 
on to something more like an even keel, when he solilo- 
quizes as follows: 
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“It is an astounding transformation since the sorry picture of 
a few months ago when all the Middle East was about to crumble; 
a transformation which has come about simply because America 
was willing to risk taking the world to the brink of the Abyss. 
Many a man of common sense and judgment would disapprove 
of America taking such a gamble. Suppose, after all, it had 
failed? Suppose Russia had sent her forces in on the other side? 
Then the last world war would have been fought to the 
finish of every one of us. 

*‘Whatever those who oppose unilateral action may say, the 
gamble came off, to the immeasurable benefit of mankind. 
Where lies the moral for Britain in this triumph of American 
strategy? Sir Anthony Eden’s government tried to carry out 
exactly the same operation against Egypt and failed. Britain 
ignored the United Nations and took tremendous punishment. 
America ignored the United Nations and gathered great benefits. 
The lesson surely is this. Successful diplomacy depends upon 
overwhelming strength.” 


We do not quote this because we concur with the au- 
thor’s conclusions. We quote because it doubtless sums up 
succinctly the superficial opinion of the average observer. 
The exercise of keener powers of perspicacity will reveal 
that what has transpired is a victory for one of the groups 
of international finance which control Big Business. 


Aqaba Flashpoint 


By August the new Middle East flashpoint is likely to be 
Aqaba where four frontiers meet. For it is here, at “‘the 
Port of King Solomon,’’ that the last vestige of Britain’s 
restraining hand is to be removed from the only area in 
the entire Jordan-Israeli armistice line which has been 
kept immune from frontier incidents. As News Chronicle 
reporter, Richard Beeston, surveys it: 


“In all about 80 thousand tons of British equipment will pass 
through the port this summer, including 1,500 vehicles and tanks 
of the armored regiment of the 10th Hussars. Since the termina- 
tion of the Anglo-Jordan treaty, this powerful fighting unit has 
been given six months to get out. Meanwhile, American-equipped 
Saudi troops are beginning to move into Aqaba to help their 
Jordan allies defend the frontier against Israel. 

“This introduces an entirely new explosive factor into 
the Arab-Israel crisis since Israel will now be faced with 
troops of the fifth Arab state on her borders, only a mile 
away from her port of Eliat.” 


What is not generally understood is that Saudi troops 
have never before been on the Israeli frontier because 
until now British forces at Aqaba have always been a 


barrier. Moreover, unlike the other Arab states which 
signed the 1948 Arab-Israeli Armistice agreement, Saudi 
Arabia never signed it and is, therefore, more than the 
others, openly at war with Israel. As Richard Beeston 
warns his readers: 


““King Saud has just claimed the right to dominate and bar 
the gulf of Aqaba to Irsaeli shipping and if he tries to implement 
this claim, Israel — determined to protect her only outlet to the 
East — is prepared to go to war over it. 

“Trouble has a habit of breaking out whenever the British 
leave. Our evacuation of Aqaba will contribute one more un- 
stabilizing factor to the area which is just about as near to the 
center of the Middle East crisis as you can get.” 


A Common Cause 


One of the commonest reasons given in explanation of 
the American take-over from the British in the Middle 
East is that, in any future global war, the United States 
would have to bear the brunt; therefore, it is only natural 
that “‘he who pays the Piper should call the tune.”’ Acting 
on the assumption that this contention is approximately 
correct, there is no reason why some of the obloquy which 
pertains to the process of transition should not be called 
off, especially when the full picture is viewed in true 
perspective. 

Thus, World Wars I and II, together, from start to 
finish, continued for 3733 days, out of which Britain fought 
the full 1560 days of the first and the full 2173 days of the 
second, compared with participation by the United States 
in 584 days in the first and 1346 days in the second. During 
the two world wars, Britain, with its 50 million population, 
became increasingly poor, while the United States, with 
its 150 million people, became increasingly rich. Britain, 
therefore, having borne the maximum load in two world 
wars, it should not be impossible for an impartial judge 
to find some measure of historic justice in the fact that 
the strong shoulders of America should not be braced, in 
evening up the balance and possibly carrying a prepon- 
derance of the weighty burden in the dire eventuality of 
a third — and global — conflagration engulfing the peoples 
of mankind. 

It is a salutary thing always to frankly face facts. The 
British people are not sorry for themselves because long 
experience has taught them to take life as it comes. Much 
misunderstanding, however, can be avoided when facts 
which are true are faced fairly instead of being distorted.

based its decision on socialistic so- 
ciologists, including one foreign-born 
individual who had openly expressed 
contempt for the Constitution. 

The tendencies are evident in the 
Court’s decision, in effect, annulling 
the sedition laws of the various States. 
It has refused to allow the States to 
protect themselves against Communist 
infiltration, while the national Ad- 
ministrations, since 1933, have failed 
to protect America and American 
citizens against Communism. 

So much for the past.

Q. Belshazzar promised Daniel that 
if he would read the handwriting on 
the wall, he would make him third 
ruler in the Kingdom (Dan. 5:7). 
Who were the other two?

A. Reading the account in Daniel’s 
fifth chapter, we find that Nebuchad- 
nezzar is called the “‘father” of Bel- 
shazzar (Dan. 5:2). Actually Nebu- 
chadnezzar was Belshazzar’s grand- 
father. The word ‘“‘father”’ is used as a 
general term meaning “‘ancestor.” In 
his translation Ferrar Fenton uses the 
word ‘‘ancestor”’ instead of “‘father.”’ 

Jeremiah definitely established the 
fact that Belshazzar was the grandson 
of Nebuchadnezzar when he said: 


“All nations shall serve him [i.e., 
Nebuchadnezzar], and his son _ [Evil- 
Merodach or Nabonidus], and his son’s 
son [Belshazzar], until the very time of his 
land come.” (Jer. 27: 7.) 


Belshazzar was the son of Naboni- 
dus. The inscriptions show that he was 
made co-regent at the time he went 
out to meet Cyrus and was defeated on 
the field of battle. He then retired be- 
hind the walls of Babylon. His mother, 
Nitocris, was Queen and a lady of 
eminent wisdom and discretion. She 
was the first ruler in the Kingdom and 
Belshazzar was the second. Thus, 
Daniel was promised the position of 
third ruler in the Kingdom if he could 
interpret the inscription written upon 
the wall by the hand of a man.

Q. Will you please explain I Corin- 
thians 15: 50. If the Kingdom of God 
is to be established on this earth, will 
not mortals such as now inhabit the 
earth still live here? 
A. N. C., Florida 


A. Yes, those of the human race who 
become citizens of the Kingdom of 
God will live under the blessings of its 
righteous administration when peace 
and good will are established through- 
out the earth. However, in the above 
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quotation Paul is considering another 
matter altogether. It is important to 
carefully analyze the point being em- 
phasized by Paul when he said: 


**Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and 
blood cannot inherit the kingdom of God; 
neither doth corruption inherit incor- 
ruption.” (I Cor. 15: 50.) 


The issue involved is concerning 
those who inherit the Kingdom, not those 
who merely have citizenship in the 
Kingdom. It is important to recognize 
the distinction between these two rela- 
tionships to His Kingdom in order to 
fully comprehend the significance of 
what Paul was saying. The only ones 
entitled to inherit are the heirs who 
will come into possession of that which 
rightfully belongs to them. The expres- 
sion “‘inherit the kingdom” implies 
possession; that is, the right to become 
a ruler in the Kingdom and thus to 
have a position of authority and 
power there. 

Citizenship in the Kingdom of God 
does not imply power to rule. It simply 
indicates that such an one is entitled 
to all of its benefits because he becomes 
subject to the Kingdom administra- 
tion and to its laws. But he will him- 
self have no part in the administration 
of that law. 

Corruption — that is, the individual 
as presently physically constituted — 
cannot inherit incorruption — that is, 
immortality — for it is those alone 
who attain to the status of true over- 
comers who will be given this special 
reward. Genuine Christians (those 
‘“‘born again’) have eternal life, but 
few in comparison will secure this 
greater prize — immortality. Describ- 
ing what is involved in becoming an 
overcoming Christian, Paul declares: 


‘For as many as are led by the Spirit of 
God, they are the sons of God. . . . And 


if children, then heirs; heirs of God, and '. 


joint-heirs with Christ; if so be that we suffer | one order, $9.50; all three in one order, 


with him, that we may be also glorified 
together.”’ (Rom. 8: 14-17.) 


Those who become co-heirs with 











Him and attain to this higher calling 
will become like Him, not flesh and 
blood, but flesh and bone (see Luke 
24: 39), because they will become im- 
mortal. Included in this specially- 
prepared group will be those who 
awaken in His likeness and those who 
are privileged to go in with Him to the 
Marriage Supper (see I Thess. 
4: 13-18). After that Supper they will 
return with Him to be associated with 
Him in His government, administering 
the affairs of state.

Q. Is there any connection between 
Tarshish in Genesis 10: 4 and Tarshish 
in Ezekiel 38: 13? 
E. M., Manitoba, Canada 


A. A son of Javan, as set forth in 
Genesis 10:4, was named Tarshish. 
The name is also used to designate the 
place where the great ocean-going 
ships of Solomon’s time sailed in car- 
rying on trade between countries (II 
Chron. 9: 21). Three years were con- 
sumed in these voyages, with the ships 
returning with gold, silver, ivory, apes 
and peacocks. 

As pointed out in Primogenesis,t 
these last two items of trade do not 
refer to animals or birds; rather, they 
were the commercial names of lead 
and copper ore brought back in the 
ships from Tarshish. In modern lan- 
guage we refer to iron as “‘pig.” So, 
too, in ancient times lead ore was 
called “‘apes” because of its peculiar 
formation and color, while copper 
ore, with its rich and changeable col- 
ors, was nicknamed “‘peacocks.”’ 

One of the ancient names of the 
British Isles, and so shown on old 
maps, was Tarshish. Solomon’s navy 
‘sailed to these isles, with which trade 
was carried on from early times. Evi- 
dently some of the ore on board his 
ships came from the mines in Britain. 
It was to these same isles that Jonah 
was fleeing (Jonah 1: 3) when he had 
the experience of being thrown over- 
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board and was swallowed by a great 
fish. His purpose was to pass beyond 
the Gates of Hercules — that is, Gi- 
braltar — hoping, in the Isles of Tar- 
shish, to escape having to carry out 
his mission to preach to Nineveh. 

In the Book of Ezekiel reference is 
made to the “‘merchants of 'Tarshish’’; 
that is, to the traders living in Tarshish, 
with ‘“‘all the young lions thereof.” 
This has been recognized by prophetic 
students to refer to Great Britain and 
her colonies, as well as to the United 
States of America. 

It does not follow that similarity in 
names in the Bible necessarily implies 
there is a connection between the per- 
sons or places referred to. This is 
clearly demonstrated by a study of the 
names used in genealogical tables and 
in the places later called by these same 
names. Therefore Javan’s son Tarshish 
need not necessarily have any connec- 
tion whatever with the Isles of Tar- 
shish. There is, of course, the possibil- 
ity that some of his posterity might 
have migrated to those Isles in ancient 
times and named them after their an- 
cestor, but there is no definite Scrip- 
tural basis upon which to state this as a 
foregone conclusion.

YQ. I would like to know how you 
come to the conclusion that Jeremiah 
4: 23-26 “‘tells us that the earth ex- 
isted but was ravaged and made deso- 
late by a judgment of God before the 
renewal of the creation whose story 
Genesis tells.”

A. Both Isaiah and Jeremiah clearly 
indicate that the earth did not come 
forth from the Creator without form 
and void; that is, in a state of confusion 
and disorder. Isaiah specifically states 
that God did not create the earth “‘in 
vain’’; that is, ‘‘a waste’’: 

“For thus saith the Lord that created 
the heavens; God himself that formed the 
earth and made it; he hath established it, 
he created it not in vain, he formed it to be 
inhabited: I am the Lord; and there is 
none else.” (Isa. 45: 18.) 


The Hebrew word here translated 
“in vain” is tohu and it is the same 
word used in Genesis 1:2 in the 
phrase ‘‘without form.’? Thus, we are 
told that the earth was not originally 
created in confusion and disorder, but 
that it came from God in a perfect 
state. 

The conditions depicted in Genesis 
1: 2 occurred sometime after creation, 
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when the perfection of that original 
creation was marred by evil that 
brought about judgment. The Prophet 
Isaiah could also be referring to that 
cataclysmic disaster in making the 
statement: 


“Behold, the Lord maketh the earth 
empty, and maketh it waste, and turneth 
it upside down, and scattereth abroad the 
inhabitants thereof.” (Isa. 24: 1.) 


While in this verse, and also in Jere- 
miah 4: 23-26, the prophets were 
using a former disaster that overtook 
the earth as a type of what was about 
to overtake the people of their genera- 
tion, this does not warrant the deduc- 
tion that the ancient event referred to 
was any the less an actual happening. 
It is more than likely that the people 
living in the days of the prophets had 
access to information not now in our 
possession which enabled them to 
understand the full meaning of this 
reference to the time when the earth 
became void and without form, thus 
heightening the effectiveness of the 
prophetic warning addressed to them, 

If the above references are to a 
cataclysmic destruction that marred 
the original creation, it would explain 
the use of the word ‘“‘replenish’’ — one 
meaning of which is “‘to fill again,” 
especially after having been emptied, 
or ‘‘to restock.’’ God issued the com- 
mand to man: 


“Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenish 
the earth, and subdue it.” (Gen. 1: 28.) 


If the perfect creation was thus 
marred, is it not fitting to find the ref- 
erence made to the Spirit of God mov- 
ing — that is, brooding— over the 
face of the waters as steps were being 
taken to restore the earth to a place 
where it could again be inhabited? 

The following excerpt from an edi- 
torial published in Destiny for July 
1947 is significant in the light of the 
above facts which indicate a world- 
wide cataclysmic destruction, bringing 
the earth into the state of confusion 
recorded in Genesis 1: 2: 


*‘Men scoffed when we first published 
the article titled The Release of Atomic 
Energy in Destiny for October 1945 and 
called the attention of our readers to the 
possibility of the atomic destruction of the 
world, pointing out that such a destruction 
did occur in the past, verified by the state- 
ment in Genesis 1: 2. One reader reported 
that the facts we presented were laid be- 
fore an eminent scientist, who retorted, 
‘Impossible! 

‘Now scientists are becoming willing to 


admit that such a world destruction is far 
from impossible today. . . . Also, since 
the discovery of how to split the atom, 
another extremely significant discovery 
has been made supplying further evidence 
that the world may have been destroyed 
by the release of this energy many cen- 
turies ago. The following news item is 
worthy of serious consideration: 

‘When the first atomic bomb ex- 
ploded in New Mexico, the desert sand 
turned to fused green glass. This fact, ac- 
cording to the magazine Free World, has 
given certain archaeologists a turn. They 
have been digging in the ancient Euphra- 
tes Valley and have uncovered a layer of 
agrarian culture 8,000 years old, and a 
layer of herdsman culture much older, and 
a still older caveman culture. Recently 
they reached another layer — of fused 
green glass.’ 

**A boy playing with lighted matches in 
a hayloft would not be in as precarious a 
Situation as humanity finds itself today 
with the nations toying with the forces of 
titanic destruction as military leaders 
weigh the possibility of their use in de- 
structive warfare. Not only is the very 
existence of man at stake, but he is playing 
with forces that could destroy the earth 
itself. Unless God intervenes, unregener- 
ated men will bring about a world catas- 
trophe comparable to the disaster which 
occurred so long ago when the earth be- 
came void and without form. Jeremiah 
gives a vivid description of this earlier 
destruction of the world and the passing 
of its civilization when the great metrop- 
olises became ruined heaps: 

***T beheld the earth, and, lo, it was 
without form, and void; and the heavens, 
and they had no light. I beheld the moun- 
tains, and, lo, they trembled, and all the 
hills moved lightly. I beheld, and, lo, 
there was no man, and all the birds of the 
heavens were fled. I beheld, and, lo, the 
fruitful place was a wilderness, and all the 
cities thereof were broken down at the 
presence of the Lord, and by his fierce 
anger.’ (Jer. 4: 23-26.) 

*‘Misuse of power is itself evil and when 
it falls into the hands of evil men, it can 
only lead to destruction. Every factor 
present today — unless God has mercy 
upon us — will bring about a repetition of 
the ancient holocaust when cyclonic fires 
and explosions made a shambles of the 
earth which in the beginning had been 
created to be inhabited.” 

Solomon said there is no new thing 
under the sun, that it is only the re- 
membrance of former things which 
has been forgotten. Is the ability of 
men to bring about the destruction of 
the earth as a place of habitation new? 
We believe not. It is certain today that 
there is nothing standing between 
humanity and the repetition of that

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PRELUDE TO DISPLACEMENT

ITH EACH passing week the ugly outlines of the 

\ \ ] plight confronting the United States loomed in 

sharper focus. On the domestic front the crisis took 

the form of economic deterioration highlighted by an in- 

cipient but clearly discernible ‘‘flight from the dollar.” 

A government attempt to refinance $5 billion in its securi- 

ties fell short by over 25 per cent. The fiscal insanity of 

welfare-statism — fueling the fires of inflation by mon- 

strous and incentive-dulling government spending — was 
beginning to reap the inevitable harvest of disaster. 

Meanwhile, events overseas foreshadowed the utter col- 
lapse of the American “‘buy security with dollars”’ policy. 
The Reds made ominous gains in Syrian elections. Anti- 
American riots erupted in Formosa. The Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration announced resumption of aid to Yugoslavia 
— even while Tito was clandestinely supplying arms to the 
Algerian rebels. And the President’s pursuit of a chimerical 
disarmament agreement with Russia threatened to alienate 
West Germany and write finis to the whole NATO system 
of European defense. 

As global travail steadily intensified, the focus of interest 
was still the Middle East where the issue of world dominion 
will shortly be settled for all time. There relentless Soviet 
subversion, along with Western fumbling and vacillation 
and the clash of irreconcilable Arab-Jewish factions, com- 
bined to produce a tinderbox situation capable of igniting 
global. conflict at any moment. 

The whole intricate judgment process has as its supreme 
objective Divine assessment and displacement of the ma- 
terialistic human world order. One of the most persist- 
ently-recurring time factors marking its unfoldment is the 
interval of 420 days — one-sixth of the 2520-day Biblical 
period of trial or probation. Since six (like 666) is the 
number of human imperfection and apostasy, the 420-day 
factor in itself bears the connotation of human error and 
arrogance meeting its “‘trial of judgment.” 

This unfolding-judgment significance of 420 is strikingly 
illustrated if one takes as a starting point March 2, 1956 
when Jordan ousted British General Glubb who had com- 
manded her Arab Legion. Exactly 420 days later Mideast 
disintegration was accelerated anew when the UN Security 
Council cravenly appeased Egyptian President Nasser by 
accepting his unilateral plan for operation of the Suez 
Canal. Then, on the May 2 solar terminal of this 420 cycle, 
President Eisenhower recalled his special Mideast am- 
bassador after Syria, Egypt and Jordan had snubbed the 
envoy and refused to participate in the Eisenhower mili- 
tary-economic plan for combatting Communism in the 
Middle East (top of Chart XXVI). 

Equally noteworthy results are obtained if the 420 cycle 
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is measured from March 5, 1956 when Great Britain re- 
called all officers serving in Jordan. The mean measure 
terminated on April 29 when the United States offered 
10 million dollars in economic aid to Jordan. This was 
one of a series of emergency moves — including dispatch 
of the American Sixth Fleet to the Eastern Mediterranean 
— which for a time at least prevented Jordan from falling 
into the Red orbit. April 29 was also 2 x 286 days solar 
(displacement) after September 27, 1955 when Egypt 
accepted Russian arms (top of Chart XXV). 

The solar terminal of 420 days after March 5, 1956 
marked the May 5 Syrian elections which resulted in 
ominous gains for leftist pro-government candidates. Other 
time factors terminating on the date reinforce its porten- 
tous significance. It fell 1260 (tribulation) plus 666 days 
after the January 26, 1952 ‘‘Black Saturday” anti-foreign 
riots in Egypt. An interval of fruition (1040 days) separates 
May 5 from June 30, 1954 when Israeli and Jordanian 
forces clashed in Jerusalem. Finally, May 5 was 1335 days 
solar after the August 20, 1953 King’s Chamber terminal 
when Russia announced her first H-bomb test. Of dual 
significance, the 1335 factor prefigures the ‘“‘blessedness” 
of life in the restored Kingdom upon earth; but by the 
reverse of the same token it connotes judgment upon those 
nations which must be crushed to permit establishment of 
the New Order (Chart XXV). 

The United States announced on May 7 that it would 
protect Formosa from Communist attack with long-range 
missiles stationed on the island. A striking time-pattern 
marks the announcement. It came 420 days solar before 
July 7, 1958, which falls precisely 1260 days (tribulation) 
after January 24, 1955 when President Eisenhower de- 
clared that the United States would defend Formosa 
(center of Chart XX VII). 

Significant too is the solar 286-day displacement interval 
extending from May 7 to February 21, 1958. This 1958 
date will be 1040 days (fruition) after the Bandung Con- 
ference of Asian-African leaders opened on April 18, 1955. 
The Bandung parley was an important event-sign relating 
to the foretold rousing of the heathen. 

In a joint statement on May 11, President Eisenhower 
and President Ngo Dinh Diem called attention to the 
large buildup of Communist forces in North Viet Nam 
and warned Russia and China not to attack the Viet Nam 
Republic. This was on the solar terminal of 11 x 1260 days 
(disorder, disintegration and tribulation) after the Novem- 
ber 1918 Armistice. May 11 also fell 286 days before 
February 21, 1958, which links back to the Bandung Con- 
ference (Chart X XVII). 

Jordan, on May 12, accused Russia, Egypt and Syria 
of plotting to dethrone King Hussein and three other 
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Middle East monarchs. And in Jerusalem, Foreign Minis- 
ter Mrs. Golda Meir accused UN Secretary-General Ham- 
marskjold of ‘‘letting down”’ the Israelis on the Gaza Strip 
issue. These developments fell on the solar terminal of 
11 x 1290 days (desolation) after the British entered Jeru- 
salem in December 1917. In addition, May 12 was 286 
days solar (displacement) after Egypt seized the Suez 
Canal on July 26, 1956 and 270 days (birth travail) before 
February 6, 1958. This early-1958 terminal closes a 1290- 
day period of desolation after July 27, 1954 when Great 
Britain agreed to evacuate the Suez Canal Zone (Chart 
XXVI). 

Britain inscribed a new chapter in the sorry annals of 
appeasement on May 13 when Prime Minister Macmillan 
told British ships to resume using the Suez Canal on 
Egypt’s terms. Eight Conservative Members of Parliament 
quit the Government party in protest against the surrender 
to Nasser. 

It is noteworthy indeed that Great Britain yielded to 
Nasser on use of the Canal exactly 1600 plus 420 days 
solar after October 3, 1951 when she abandoned her 
Iranian oil installations at Abadan. In this combination 
of time factors, the 1600-day ‘“‘space or extent of judg- 
ment’’ measure reinforces the judgment connotations of 
420. 

Doubled intervals of displacement or human error also 
prominently mark May 13. It fell 2 x 286 days solar after 
Iran joined the Turkey-Iraq alliance on October 11, 1955. 
An identical interval extends forward from May 13 to 
December 14, 1958. This outstanding terminal will be 
666 plus 2 x 1600 days after proclamation of the Zionist 
state and 1290 days (desolation) after June 3, 1955 when 
home rule for Tunisia was signed. Additional data stress- 
ing the chronological importance of December 14, 1958 is 
given in the footnote at the bottom of Chart X XVII. 

Resumption of American aid to Tito, over sharp protests 
of Republican Senate leaders, came on an ominously- 
marked date. It fell exactly 666 days — the measure of 
human error and rebellion — after the Geneva “‘Summit”’ 
Conference opened on July 18, 1955. May 14 was also 
4 x 390 days (Israel’s chastisement) after February 4, 1953 
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when Red China ordered general mobilization. Note from 
Chart XXVI (near bottom) that in both of these cases 
the chronological pattern links back to America’s entry 
into World War I through multiple 1290-day desolation 
sequences. 

On May 17 Egypt warned that any Israeli ship attempt- 
ing to use the Suez Canal would be stopped. The following 
day Premier Nuri as-Said of Iraq pledged Iraqi support 
for Egypt in any dispute over the barring of Israeli ship- 
ping from the Canal. From this date a solar interval of 
420 days extends to July 18, 1958, which will be 1600 days 
(space or extent of judgment) after March 1, 1954 when 
the United States tested a deliverable H-bomb (bottom 
of Chart XXVI). 

Appeasement continued to be the order of the day when 
the UN Security Council again took up the Suez issue. 
Joint Franco-British appeals for a permanent settlement 
based on the six principles approved by the Council on 
October 13 was summarily brushed aside. After two days 
of debate, the Council called upon Egypt to ‘“‘clear up” 
all questions on Suez Canal operation and then shelved 
the matter. 

The Security Council took up the Suez problem pre- 
cisely 1600 plus 666 days after the March 7, 1951 assassi- 
nation of Iranian Premier Razmara. May 20 also fell 
1040 days solar (fruition) after the June 30, 1954 Israeli- 
Jordanian clash in Jerusalem. And exactly 2 x 270 days 
(birth travail) separate May 20 from November 11, 1958, 
which closes a 40-year generation after the 1918 Armistice 
(bottom of Chart XXV). 

Shelving of the Suez issue by the Security Council came 
2 x 1260 days after the United States entered the Korean 
war on June 27, 1950. On the same day (May 21) the 
French government of Premier Guy Mollet fell — “‘dis- 
placed”’ exactly 2 x 286 days before December 14, 1958, 
which will be 1290 days after the French agreed to home 
rule for Tunisia (top of Chart XXVII). 

(Note that Britain’s surrender to Nasser over use of the 
Suez Canal came 2 x 286 days solar before December 14, 
1958, while the Security Council pigeon-holed the problem 
on the mean terminal of the same displacement cycle.) 
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The foreboding Formosan anti-American riots, in which 
frenzied mobs wrecked the U. S. Embassy and injured nine 
Americans, starkly emphasized the precariousness of the 
American strategic position. Linked to innumerable luke- 
warm allies by paper pacts, its forces thinly scattered over 
the entire globe, and alienated from Britain and France 
because of its bungling over Suez, the United States lay 
in deadly peril as vast Communist forces geared for their 
Biblically-predicted onslaught. 

The Formosan riots came exactly 666 days solar after 
the Geneva ‘‘Summit’’ Conference opened. In addition, 
two time factors tie them into the pattern of atomic 
judgment-by-fire. A 270-day birth travail interval, extend- 
ing forward from May 24, terminates on February 18, 
1958, which will be 2 x 2300 days (cleansing of the 
sanctuary) after July 16, 1945 when the first American 
atomic bomb was tested. And exactly 420 days separate 
May 24 from July 18, 1958, which will be 1600 days after 
the United States tested a deliverable H-bomb (Chart 
XXVI). 

Grimmer each day is the outlook for the Anglo-Saxon 
world. Yet, for those who see events in the light of Biblical 
prophecy, the picture is not one of despair but of hope 
and expectancy. Beyond the travail and turbulence lies 
the sure vision of a restored world blessed by tranquillity 
and righteousness.

intervention, for without this our Lord 
declared no flesh would be saved 
(Matt. 24:22). Humanly speaking,

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mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms ‘‘Israel,"’ 
‘‘Judah"’ and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: ‘‘The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them."’ 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the
